set yet another new standard in 

journalistic logic this week, as- 
serting in a May 23rd editorial that the 
riot on Telegraph Avenue last weekend 
was caused by (1) felonious hoods and 
(2) rent control. 

Most of the rioters, the Chron pro- 
claimed, had no connection with the 
University of California. However, the 
editorial lamented, the “‘weekend 
breakdown of the public order’ will 
still (sigh) blemish the reputation of 
that fine institution of higher learning. 

“At present, the park is an esthetic 
disgrace,”’ the editorial noted. And UC 
has been trying so hard to fix it up by 
Paving it over and turning it into a 
dorm. And why does the University 
have to take that drastic step, instead 
of (for example) giving the land to the 
city, which could and probably would 
maintain it? Why is this whole con- 
troversy still alive 20 years after the 
bloody battles that made People’s 
Park a national symbol of a movement 
that changed America? 

Well, you see, it’s that pesky old 
Berkeley rent control law, which has 
made housing so expensive that the 
school simply has no choice but to 
truck in the cinderblocks and build 
new ‘“‘affordable student housing.”’ 

Just a few problems with that anal- 
ysis. For starters, the University has 
been explanding, gobbling up land, de- 
manding more city services and refus- 
ing to pay any local property taxes. In- 
stead of maintaining and improving 
People’s Park — or even allowing 
Berkeley citizens to do the job — UC 
has purposely let the place degenerate 
to the point where it has a ready-made 
excuse for declaring the land a blight 
on the city and freeing it up for devel- 
opment. Ultimately, UC is far more to 
blame for inciting the riot than the 
protesters, homeless people and com- 
munity activists who have fought for 
20 years to save People’s Park. 

But the real story behind the 
People’s Park battle never seems to in- 
terest the major media — not until 
somebody starts breaking windows 
and torching police cars. 

That sort of lazy, inaccurate, ass- 
backwards news reporting is exactly 
what inspired Sonoma State Commu- 
nications Professor Carl Jensen to set 
up Project Censored 13 years ago. As 
Craig McLaughlin reports on page 15, 
Jensen and his students track down the 
big news stories that the national 
media bungled, ignored or under- 
reported, and put out a list of the top 
ten “‘censored stories’’ of each year. 

Why were those stories blacked out 
by the mainstream press? Well, let’s 
consider but one interesting series of 
events: The Miami Herald leads the 
national media in exposing Gary 
Hart’s sex life (thus knocking the top 
Democrat out of the race). Then the 
paper leads the rest of the major media 
in ignoring far more damaging (and 
far more relevant) stories about Bush 
and ultimately endorses him. Once 
he’s safely elected, his Justice Depart- 
ment looks the other way while the 
Herald shuts down the city’s second 
daily paper and gives itself a perpetual 
(and very lucrative) monopoly. 

It’s enough to make me want to go 
incite myself a riot.

Spotlighting the blackout 


name he has given to his annual report on 

the major stories ‘the national news media 
have ignored. ‘‘Project Censored’’ conjures up im- 
ages of state bureaucrats reviewing every word 
about to go to press and excising offensive material 
with a big red pen. 

““How can you say something was censored,’’ 
many media people ask, ‘‘when it was covered by 
the Wall Street Journal, or even The Nation?’’ 

A good question — but one that misses the es- 
sential point of what Jensen has been saying for the 
past 13 years. In the United States, censorship rare- 
ly involves government officials clamping pre-pub- 
lication or pre-broadcast restraints on the media 
(although that has been known to happen). 

Censorship occurs when the vast majority of the 
mass media ignore a story or, equally important, 
downplay or trivialize it. In today’s TV-dominated 
media marketplace, where journalists (and thus, 
too often, the citizens) have little or no memories, a 
single story means nothing. To have political im- 
pact, the information needs to stay alive, to come 
out again and again, in newspapers and on TV and 
radio across the nation. 

Nobody knows that better than the image-makers. 
In his book On Bended Knee: The Press and the 
Reagan Presidency, Mark Hertsgaard quotes top 
Reagan administration officials saying that they 
never worried about one news item critical of the 
president. That could be overwhelmed with the 
barrage of laudatory stories they managed to plant 
in the press. Their only fear was that a story would 
stay alive for long enough to get the public’s atten- 
tion — and be given enough prominence to counter 
the glossy image the White House had worked so 
hard to create. 

In the wake of the 1988 presidential election, 
numerous media critics and national reporters and 
editors have participated in numerous forums and 
written numerous articles about the failures of the 


C ARL JENSEN has taken some grief for the 


press during the campaign. But in the vast majority 
of cases, they have all missed the point. 

Richard Meeker, publisher of Portland, Oregon’s 
alternative paper Willamette Week, gave an exam- 
ple last October in the article that Project Censored 
named the top underreported story of 1988: ‘‘If the 
average American had been reading the alternative 
press’s coverage of Election ’88, the candidacy of 
George Bush would be finished by now.” 

Meeker’s story summarized the damaging evi- 
dence the alternative press had published on Bush 
and his role in Watergate, CIA covert operations 
and the Iran-Contra affair, among other things 
(see story, page 15). . 

The national media could have dug those stories 
up, too, or picked up on the alternative press 
coverage — which, as the North trial and other new 
evidence shows, was accurate and directly on target. 

You can argue all day about the problems of 
sound bites, the ethics of reporting on candidates’ 
sex lives and the obsession with polls. But the real 
problem with the 1988 campaign coverage — and 
with political journalism in general these days — is 
very simple: Journalists don’t do much good, old- 
fashioned reporting any more. 

With television leading the way, giant media cor- 
porations have redefined the news as entertainment, 
a consumer item that must be ever more glitzy, inof- 
fensive and ‘‘lite.’”” Hard news and difficult issues 
must be cut out or styled to fit. 

Carl Jensen and his entire Project Censored 
crew deserve tremendous praise for giving recogni- 
tion to the important stories the alternative media 
have exposed, and shedding some light on the 
blackouts that are business-as-usual for the main- 
stream national news media — blackouts that are 
getting worse each year as the number of com- 
peting daily newspapers declines and fewer and 
fewer giant corporations come to own more and 
more of the nation’s major print and broadcast 
news outlets. 


Who incited the riot? 


HE WAY the local media has described it, the 

Bad Old Sixties are back again in Berkeley. 

Even the Los Angeles Times, which normally 
eschews Chronicle-style sensationalism, described 
the events of the past weekend as a “‘riot [at Peo- 
ple’s Park]. . .just like in the 1960s.”” 

Indeed, there was something that can only be 
called a riot in Berkeley early Saturday morning. 
And yes, it did have some connection to a rally that 
was going on at People’s Park (although the con- 
nection appears at this point to be fairly tenuous). 

But (just as in the 1960s) nobody seems willing to 
explain the real causes of the People’s Park protests 
or point to the real culprits who incited the riot. 

It’s ironic: The riots and demonstrations taking 
place in Beijing, thousands of miles away, have 
been covered far better than the incidents right here 
in Berkeley. When you read a daily newspaper 
story or watch a television news broadcast about 
the Chinese student demonstrations, you learn 
very quickly just what it is they are complaining 
about — andit’s not described as an ‘‘alleged’’ lack 
of democracy, either. The U.S. news media has no 
problem portraying China’s political leadership as 
aging, repressive, out of touch — and largely 
responsible for the crisis that country now faces. 

If that same standard were applied to the reports 
on People’s Park, the mainstream media would re- 
mind us repeatedly that the University of Califor- 
nia is in many ways an unethical bureaucratic jug- 
gernaut that cares little for the communities sur- 
rounding its campuses. In this case it wants to turn 
some rare and badly needed open space in Berkeley 
into adormitory that won’t begin to solve the hous- 
ing problems UC itself has created. 

We don’t for a moment condone the violence 
and looting that took place in Berkeley last week- 
end and damaged the property of some innocent 
businesses serving the campus community. And we 


don’t believe most of the People’s Park demon- 
strators do either — in fact, it seems increasingly 
obvious that most of the destruction was caused by 
teenagers hanging out on Telegraph Avenue (and 
possibly UC students celebrating the end of finals), 
not by homeless and neighborhood activists who 
are working to save the park. 

But we recognize that the people of Berkeley 
have a right to be angry — very angry — with the 
University of California, and when the ethics and 
behavior of the protesters is judged, we’d like to 
see the same standards of judgment applied to the 
university. UC is no ethical angel, no pillar of com- 
munity responsibility, no champion of non- 
violence. UC operates the nation’s two nuclear 
weapons labs, at Livermore and Los Alamos, and 
thus oversees the research and development of hor- 
rifying military technologies like Star Wars. The 
university has for years operated its own nuclear 
reactor, on campus, with little concern for the 
danger it poses to the community. UC’s chan- 
cellor, Ira Michael Heyman, sits on the PG&E 
board of directors and helps keep the campus safe 
for expensive private power. 

UC has never done anything close to its share to 
alleviate Berkeley’s housing problems (or to pay its 
share of local taxes). And now it wants to muscle 
the city into allowing substantial new development 
around town — including a dorm on what ought to 
be sacred ground: People’s Park. 

Carl Jensen’s Project Censored has long sought 
to shed some light on how the national news media 
mangle or black out important stories, and Media 
Alliance’s local version will be taking a look at the 
Bay Area equivalent this year. We’ve got a good 
place for the Media Alliance folks to start: In 
Berkeley, at People’s Park, where the usual sus- 
pects are facing the usual charges — and the real in- 
citers to riot are walking away unscathed.

A motorcyclist’s right to choose 


Exaggeration is, of course, the essential tool of 
the political cartoonist, but your strip (Bay Guard- 
ian, 4/12/89) ‘‘Ogden Meets the Anti-Helmet Lob- 
by Head-On,”’ is not only exaggerated but turned 
upside down and backwards. I attended the three 
major legislative hearings on Assemblyman Richard 
Floyd’s helmet law in 1987, 1988 and last month. In 
no case has anyone suggested helmets be illegal. 

The whole point of the motorcyclist community’s 
opposition is that those who ride should be allowed 
to decide. You might call it pro-choice. 

More than half of California’s 800,000 motor- 
cycle riders already wear helmets voluntarily. That 
compares very well with the 50 percent (on streets) 
and 65 percent (freeways) of motorists who wear 
“compulsory” seat belts. The seat belt law, often 
held up to motorcyclists as an example, actually is 
set up so that police officers are not allowed to stop 
and cite a motorist just for not buckling up. Some 
other infraction must have occurred. And of course 
when the red light goes on behind you itis fairly sim- 
ple to slip a belt on as you are slowing down. 

CHP statistics show that 87 percent of traffic 
fatalities in the state are car drivers. Many of these 
deaths are from head injuries. Many more lives could 
be saved by requiring car drivers to wear helmets, yet 
for some reason motorcylists are singled out for 
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legislative attention. Motorcycle safety is a complex 
thing; helmets are not a panacea. Many helmet- 
wearing riders are killed each year from injuries to 
other parts of their bodies or from impacts too hard 
for ahelmet to ameliorate. Many bare-headed riders 
fall off and survive. The most common injuries to 
motorcylists are broken arms and legs. 
Assemblywoman Bev Hansen (R-Santa Rosa) 
has an excellent bill, AB 55, that requires new 
riders under age 21 to take the California Motor- 
cycle Safety Program class and extends the life of 
that program. Most riders support Hansen’s bill 
but even among those who voluntarily wear 
helmets at all times it is rare to find a motorcyclist 
who likes the mandatory helmet law.

Noriega a narc? Panamanian 
General Manue! Antonio 
Noriega was recognized by 
Interpol, the International 
Criminal Police Organization, 
in April 1987 — but not as the 
Medellin cartel drug runner he 
is. Interpol awarded him the 
bronze medal, it highest honor 
for anti-drug trafficking efforts. 

That information comes 
from an investigation by the 
National Commission on Law 
Enforcement and Social 
Justice. NCLE points out that 
the president of Interpol, the 
international police agency, at 
the time was John Simpson, 
who was also head of the U.S. 
Secret Service. According to a 
recent report by the Senate 
Subcommittee on Narcotics, 
Terrorism and International 
Operations, Noriega’s name 
appeared in more than 80 
Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion files concerning drug traf- 
ficking between 1980 and 
1987. And Village Voice 
reporters John Kelly and Joe 
Conason have obtained a 1975 
FBI report describing 
Noriega's drug-trafficking. 

At the very least, this backs 
up the contention of the sub- 
committee report: ‘'It is clear 
that each U.S. government 
agency which had a relation- 
ship with Noriega turned a 
blind eye to his corruption and 
drug dealing, even as he was 
emerging as a key player on 
behalf of the Medellin cartel.” 

However, NCLE, which was 
started by the Church of 
Scientology, takes it even fur- 
ther, charging Interpol officials 
with direct involvement in drug 
trafficking. ‘An investigation 
into the United States funding 
of Interpol headquarters is in 
order,’’ said NCLE spokes- 
woman Lisa Lashaway, 
“before further support is 
given to an organization so 
closely linked with drug traf- 
ficking.”’

SF ACTIVISTS 
PUSHING FOR 
A ‘CHILDREN’S 
BUDGET’ 


A STRONG CONSENSUS is building 
among San Francisco activists for a 
coordinated, citywide effort to increase 
and reform services for children and 
youth, as outlined in last January’s 
“Children’s Budget’? by Coleman 
Advocates for Children and Youth. 

“The focus,’’ as Supervisor Nancy 
Walker explained in a speech May 10th, 
“is keeping children healthy’’ — shifting 
resources to cost-effective, preventive 
programs rather than ‘‘spending millions 
on a big new jail for kids.” 

But action has lagged behind words, 
held back by the city budget deficit, 
established bureaucratic procedures and 
Mayor Art Agnos’ failure to implement 
his campaign promise to establish an 
Office for Children, Youth and Families. 

On May 3rd, the Board of Supervisors 
Finance Committee voted unanimously to 
endorse the principle of a ‘‘Children’s 
Budget,’’ after pleas by representatives of 
more than 20 agencies and programs, 
including Children’s Budget co-signers like 
the Delinquency Prevention Commission, 
the PTA, Officers for Justice, the Junior 
League and the Bay Area Coalition for 
Children and Youth. 

A week later, the heads of city 
departments of social services, recreation 
and park, health (represented by Sam Ho) 
and the school district spoke to a gathering 
of 350 representatives of service 
agencies and city departments at the Tenth 
Annual Network Conference on children’s 
and youth services. 

Julia Lopez, Director of Social Services, 
told the group the heads of all the 
departments represented there have 
been meeting twice a month with 
Deputy Mayor of Health and Human 
Services Myra Snyder, to work toward 
coordinating efforts. 

But Linda Williams, president of the 
Plaza East Tenants Association, said she 
and her neighbors had been working for 
years to get these departments to provide 
services for local youth. ‘‘Each one has 
its own programs,’’ she said. ‘‘Why can’t 
you all get together and concentrate on 
one thing?”’ 

Her point was echoed in Supervisor 
Nancy Walker’s impassioned plea for an 
Office of Children, Youth and Families. 
“There are new efforts at coordination,” 
she said, ‘‘but they’re scattered.’’ Walker 
also pushed for a new funding source — 
like a parcel tax — for children’s services. 

Meanwhile, advocates have been lob- 
bying to add effective, preventive 
children’s services to this year’s already- 
tight city budget. 

Coleman Director Margaret Brodkin 
told the Bay Guardian that some of the 30 
specific proposals in the Children’s Budget 
were included in departmental budget 
proposals submitted to the mayor May Ist. 
They include more recreation workers, 
social service workers to provide in-home 
support for children in high-risk families 
and to work with ‘‘status offenders” (like 
runaways) and health workers in schools. 

Funded on a one-time-only basis with 
state Tidelands oil money are a small grant 
to the Omega Boys Club, the creation, in 
the Ella Hill Hutch Community Center, of 


a home-based program for high-risk, pre- 
delinquent younger teens and the creation 
of a group home as an alternative to the 
Youth Guidance Center for less serious 
offenders awaiting placement. The depart- 
mental proposals, however, all lack three 
measures “‘critical for dealing with drug 
problems,’’ Brodkin told the Bay Guard- 
ian. ‘‘Peer counseling, youth employment 
programs, a streetwork program for kids in 
gangs — there is nothing on these.”’ 

Eileen Maloney, Agnos’s press secretary, 
told the Bay Guardian that ‘everything is in 
flux’’ until the mayor’s budget proposal is 
released June Ist. Even after that, Weisner 
pointed out, things can change. 

Although the Board of Supervisors can- 
not increase line items, ‘‘last year at the 
eleventh hour they found savings that 
allowed the reopening of some libraries. 
It’s really still open until the end of June.” 

While continuing to press the city to 
increase youth programs in its regular 
budget, Coleman and other children’s 
advocates want city departments to be 
aggressive in seeking alternative sources of 
funding.The city is now preparing its 
application for federal anti-drug funds, 
and Weisner said his group has been 
pushing to include, among other 
programs, peer counseling for youth and 
the assignment of drug specialists to 
prenatal clinics. 

And recently, Brodkin said, her agency 
received a copy of an April 14th memo 
from the Budget Analyst’s Office, 
reporting that the Narcotics Forfeiture and 
Asset Seizure Fund (loot from drug 
arrests) now contains about $1.3 million. 
The fund can be used for drug enforce- 
ment or prevention, and since many 
Children’s Budget programs concentrate 
on prevention of drug abuse, Brodkin 
said, “‘That would fund a lot of what 
we’re talking about.”’

INVESTIGATORS 
FROM JUSTICE 
PAY A VISIT TO 
MANTECA 


INVESTIGATORS FROM the Antitrust 
Division of the U.S. Department of Justice 
visited Manteca, California earlier this 
month in a fact-finding mission that 
indicates that the government is still 
actively considering the application for a 
joint operating agreement between the 
town’s two newspapers. 

As recently as March, internal Justice 
Department memos suggested that the ap- 
plication for a merger between the daily 
Manteca Bulletin and the twice-weekly 
Manteca News could be dismissed outright 
if financial data the department had 
requested from the News was not provided. . 

The proposed JOA would be the first of 
its kind in the country. All 22 already-estab- 
lished JOAs are between two daily papers. 

Justice Department memos on file in 
Washington, D.C. noted that the ‘‘News’ 
total unresponsiveness’’ to financial data 
requests “‘is strikingly inconsistent with the 
obvious need for the applicants to act with 
alacrity’’ (see Bay Guardian, 3/22/89). 

JOA opponents, including the Commit- 
tee for a Free and Independent Press and 
the Association for Alternative Newsweek- 
lies, contend that the News is not a failing 
newspaper and therefore does not qualify 
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on a big new jail for kids.’

for a JOA under the provisions of the 
Newspaper Preservation Act. 

Adrian Mendoza, a photographer and 
reporter for the News, told the Bay Guard- 
ian that Justice Department investigators 
John Toohey and Eileen Zimmer were in 
town during the week of May 15th and inter- 
viewed ‘‘about a half-dozen News 
employees,’’ including himself. ‘‘They 
asked me a number of questions, like what 
my job is, who I report to, who I reported 
to before that, and so on,”’ he said. 

Mendoza said he did not know if the in- 
vestigators reviewed the financial records 
of the News. 

Darrell Phillips, publisher of the 
Rulletin, told the Bay Guardian that 

oohey and Zimmer had also spoken with 
him ‘‘for a couple of hours’’ about the 
JOA application. ‘‘They went through it 
point by point and asked me questions,”’ 
he said. 

Manteca News publisher Antone Raymus 
did not return Bay Guardian phone calls. 

Amy Brown, a spokeswoman for the 
Justice Department in Washington, told 
the Bay Guardian she could not comment 
on the specifics of the investigators’ visit to 
Manteca. ‘‘All I can tell you is that the 
Antitrust Division is conducting an 
ongoing investigation,’’ she said. ‘‘They 
are statutorily required to file a report, and 
will do so’’ on July 31st. 

Mendoza said their report at least 
should include a request he made. “‘I re- 
peatedly stressed to them the need for local 
hearings on the JOA,”’ he said.

SF GEARS UP 
LOBBYING FOR 
NEW NAvy 
WARSHIPS 


THE SAN FRANCISCO Port Commission 
has authorized its lobbyist to “‘represent 
the Port’s interest in attracting Navy 
vessels for homeporting,”’ the Bay Guard- 
ian has learned. 

A contract modification dated April 
17th authorizes the Port to pay $4,000 to 
Flanagan and Associates of Washington 
D.C. to lobby for the warships. The allo- 
cation is on top of the city’s existing 
$20,000 half-year, part-time lobbying 
contract with the firm. 

The firm reports directly to the Port’s 
executive director. 

Deputy Mayor Claude Everhart told the 
Bay Guardian the lobbyist was working 
closely with the Mayor’s Office and the 
city’s Washington, D.C. lobbyist, Andrew 
Manatos. ‘‘I recently had a meeting with 
Dan Flanagan and Manatos in Washing- 
ton,’’ he said. ‘‘We are coordinating our 
lobbyists and the congressional delegation 
on this.’’ 

Mayor Art Agnos has staked out a com- 
promise position on the future of the 
Hunters Point Shipyard, with a ‘‘mixed- 
use’’ proposal calling for increased ship- 
repair work, the present light-industrial 
use and possibly the homeporting of ships 
at the base. 

Opponents to homeporting ships at 
Hunters Point argue that homeporting is 
not the best way to increase use of the fac- 
ility. Saul Bloom, executive director of the 
Arms Control Research Center, which op- 
posed the homeporting of the battleship 
USS Missouri, told the Bay Guardian, 


“‘We support the mixed-use plan, in- 
cluding more ship-repair work at the base. 
We do not think homeporting ships and 
ship repair go hand in hand, however.’’ 

The Port Commission contract with 
Flanagan does not specify where the ships 
Flanagan is supposed to seek will be home- 
ported, but Everhart says San Francisco 
would be happy to have large ships home- 
ported in Alameda, since there, too, they 
would bring work to Hunters Point. 

“We are specifically trying to close the 
‘Alameda gap,’ by getting an aircraft car- 
rier while two others are gone,”’ he said. 
“*We have been trying to get the Abraham 
Lincoln [a nuclear-powered aircraft carrier 
under construction] into Alameda for 
some time.”’ 

Everhart did not rule out homeporting 
ships at the Hunters Point base, how- 
ever. ‘‘We would support homeporting of 
ships contingent upon the circumstances,”’ 
he said. ‘“‘There would be a case-by-case 


review.”

AAN MEETING 
DEMONSTRATES 
ALTERNATIVE 
PAPERS’ VIGOR 


WHILE DAILY newspapers around the 
country are closing down, merging into 
joint operating agreements and bemoaning 
circulation and readership losses, the 12th 
annual Association of Alternative News- 
weeklies convention, held May 17th-20th at 
the Roosevelt Hotel in Hollywood, demon- 
strated the robust and growing character of 
the nation’s alternative newspapers. 

This year’s convention broke several 
records: for attendance (more than 230 
people from 68 papers representing 23 
states, Canada and Finland), for new 
applications (eight of the record 19 applicants 
were accepted), for membership (the eight 
additions brought the number of AAN 
members to 62) and for readership (now 
close to 3.5 million across the United 
States and Canada). 

AAN papers in California form the 
largest single-state group, with 16 papers 
from Chico to San Diego. New California 
members include the SF Weekly, the 
Sacramento News and Review and the 
Palo Alto Weekly. 

Bruce B. Brugmann, editor and pub- 
lisher of the San Francisco Bay Guardian, 
was elected the new president of the 
association. The Bay Guardian was a 
founding member of AAN at the first 
organizing convention in Seattle in 1978. 
Brugmann has been a member of the 
board of directors for many years and for 
the past four years has served as chair of 
the First Amendment Committee. 

Brugmann and his wife, Jean Dibble, 
founded the Bay Guardian in October 
1966. 

Brugmann is a member of the board of 
directors of the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association and of the Northern 
California Chapter of the Society of 
Professional Journalists, vice-president of 
the California First Amendment Coalition 
and a member of the Governmental Af- 
fairs Committee of the National News- 
paper Association. 

Jane Sullivan, assistant to the publisher 
of the Bay Guardian, was named the new 
administrative director of AAN.

First Amendment rights behind bars 


By Peter Sussman 


REEDOM OF information, freedom of expression, the 
F First Amendment — to many of us, these are grand old 

abstractions. | am appealing to you on behalf of a 
courageous man for whom the First Amendment is no 
abstraction. 

If his First Amendment lawsuit against the federal Bureau 
of Prisons is not successful, Dannie Martin will spend extra 
time — perhaps years — in prison, simply because of essays 
he has written over the past three years for the San Francisco 
Chronicle’s Sunday Punch section. 

Dannie is not a political prisoner. He is in prison, and 
properly, for bank robbery. 

But he is now charged with ‘‘committing journalism,”’ as 
he puts it, and that is a political crime. 

For his perseverance in telling the inside-the-joint story to 
the outside world, Dannie may remain in prison for as long as 
vindictive prison officials choose to keep him there. I mean 
that literally: This man has a 33-year sentence, which he 
began serving just eight years ago. Without the parole he has 
every right to expect three years from now, he could end up 
serving his full sentence and emerge as an elderly man who, 
they say, once made the papers. 

. .. Unless we win our lawsuit. 

One crucial aspect of the suit is protection of Dannie 
against retaliation — from the parole board, for example — 
for the exercise of his First Amendment rights. 

I remind you that: 
® Because of a Dannie Martin article, a young man named 
Kevin Sherbondy has had an unjust sentence reversed on ap- 
peal. Two months ago, he emerged from Lompoc peniten- 
tiary. Without Dannie’s article, he would have been released 
in November 2001. That’s the First Amendment in action. 
@ And because of the preliminary injunction Dannie Martin 
and the Chronicle won in November, at least one other 
federal prisoner — Christopher Boyce (The Falcon of The 
Falcon and the Snowman) — has begun to write for publi- 
cation (in the Minneapolis Star Tribune). He has even called 
in print for removal of the head of the Bureau of Prisons. 
That’s the First Amendment in action. 

@ And because of Dannie Martin’s eloquent essays, 
countless readers are gaining important insights into the fate 
of the Americans we have put behind bars. If we win this 
case, other federal convicts will likely begin writing about 
prison life. Let us hope so, for any political decision on how 
to deal with our violent crack cocaine crisis must be based on 
an understanding of what is happening to the people we are 
imprisoning at an unprecedented rate. That’s the First 
Amendment in action. 

@ Dannie Martin was first thrown in the hole — and an attempt 
made to silence him — after two years of writing for publication. 
It also happened to be two days after he criticized in print the ac- 
tions of his warden. He now writes under protection of a federal 


court order. The First Amendment in action. 

Ours is a powerful legal case — we are right. We have won 
a preliminary injunction based on the judge’s finding that we 
are likely to win at trial. It’s a powerful legal case, but it is also 
a devilishly expensive one, and we need your help. 

Parties to the lawsuit are Dannie Martin, the Chronicle 
and the ACLU, and I am not pleading on behalf of either of 
the institutions involved. But Dannie, whose future freedom 
is on the line, needs our help. 

Jeff Leon, Dannie’s pro bono attorney, is working tire- 
lessly to assure Dannie’s personal as well as constitutional

rights. Costs have far exceeded expectations. 

The need is urgent. Our case has become a national issue, 
and the witnesses are spread around the country. As we enter 
deposition and trial stages, the costs mount and there is sim- 
ply not enough in the till. 

Fundraising is the most distasteful part of First Amend- 
ment advocacy. I hate to say this, but I must: These are im- 
portant principles, but principles alone don’t win lawsuits. 
You gotta have the bucks.

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DISASTER

“(Mayor Agnos showed in this 
case he was listening,”’ said 
Harry Adams, field represen- 
tative for the San Francisco In- 
terns and Residents Association. 

After listening to months of 
sustained protest from the 
SFIRA, the Community Health 
Coalition and dozens of com- 
munity groups and health care 
professionals, the mayor an- 
nounced May 16th that a pre- 
viously planned disaster — a 
$11 million cut in the city 
health budget — had been 
averted. 

Instead, the mayor's pro- 
posed budget will add $2 
million to the Health Depart- 
ment, to pay for additions in- 
cluding more beds at San 
Francisco General Hospital, 
cost-of-living increases for pro- 
viders, primary care at 
neighborhood health clinics 
and a small treatment center 
for addicted pregnant women. 

Agnos told the Health Com- 
mission the health-cut disaster 
was averted by the discovery 
of new revenue, but activists 
said it was a clear victory for 
the advocates, patients and 
providers who waged a cam- 
paign against the cuts. 
“Everyone who had any role in 
it feels good,"’ Adams told the 
Bay Guardian. 

He described the activist 
campaign, including con- 
sistently circulated petitions at 
SFGH and three press con- 
ferences explaining the need 
for continued funding. Bob 
Smith, assistant Health Com- 
mission secretary, said the 
commission held an unprec- 
edented nine hearings, all 
packed with people protesting 
the proposed cuts. 

Ellen Shaffer, director of the 
Community Health Coalition, 
said ‘compared to what they 
started off with, it's a response 
to the public.’’ But she warned 
that the mayor's recent an- 
nouncement only partially 
averted the planned disaster. 
Mental health, hardest hit by the 
proposed cuts, would still lose 
about $2.5 million in the new 
plan. 

“They're on the right track,” 
Shaffer concluded, ‘‘but they stil 
need to do better.” 

Dr. Peter Lurie, secretary of 
the interns and residents 
group, pointed out that the 
Board of Supervisors could 
Still cut the proposed budget. 
“We urge them not to do so,” 
he said, ‘‘and hope they 
will find revenue to restore 
the cuts in mental 
health services.” 

He added that even if the 
acute disaster of funding cuts 
is entirely averted, the chronic 
disaster is that the city's 
health care program remains 
underfunded. Smith pointed 
out, for example, that there is 
a six-to-eight-week waiting list 
for some mental health and 
drug treatment programs. 

Lurie said his group and 
other health advocates will 
continue to push for more Sup- 
port from City Hall, Sacramen- 
to and Washington for the 
“unique and remarkable con- 
tribution our public health 
department makes, especially 
to poor and minority people in 
San Francisco."

The two-term limit, again 


PROPONENTS OF a new ballot initiative 
to limit the number of terms San Francisco 
supervisors may serve are gathering signa- 
tures to place the measure on the 
November ballot. 

The initiative would limit current mem- 
bers of the board to serving one additional 
four-term after their present terms 
expire. Supervisors elected after July 1, 
1990 would be limited to serving two four- 
year terms, and would not be allowed to 
run again for supervisor until four years 
after their last term expired. 

Last November, a proposed two-term 
limit, on the ballot as Proposition O, was 
sponsored by West Portal real estate agent 
John Barbagelata. That measure would have 
placed a two-term limit on supervisors 
retroactively, which would have meant the 
recall of up to nine of the 11 board mem- 
bers. San Francisco voters rejected Prop. O, 
probably because this recall provision was 
seen as too drastic. 

But the ‘‘son: of Prop. O”’ may have a 
better chance. 

One of the proponents of the new initi- 
ative, real estate agent Storm Jenkins, told 
the Bay Guardian, “This is a lot simpler. No 
one will be able to call this a recall measure.”’ 

Jenkins said the initiative was an at- 
tempt to make the board more responsive. 
““Now you have to be a professional 
politician to be on the board,”’ he said. 
“These people’s egos have gotten insane, 
they are unapproachable.’’ 

Jenkins said proponents hope to gather 
29,000 signatures to qualify the initiative, 
and reported an initial positive response 
from various sectors of the city’s political 
spectrum. ‘‘We are reaching out to every 
community we can on this, and expect to 
get a number of endorsements for the 
measure,”’ he said. 

There will also, no doubt, be substantial 
opposition — from those who believe a 
new board would be even more indebted 
to downtown for campaign money, and 
from the incumbents, who want to keep 
their jobs. 


Tenants oppose Costa bill 


THE SAN Francisco Housing and Tenants 
Council is waging a letter-writing cam- 
paign opposing Assembly Bill 2236, the 
latest in a long line of anti-rent-control 
bills authored and sponsored by Assembly- 
man Jim Costa (D-Fresno). 

Costa’s current bill would deny state 
housing funds to cities and counties with 
policies ‘‘that have an adverse impact on 
opportunities for the production or the 
availability of housing for lower-income 
households.”’ Since property owners com- 
monly argue that rent control removes 
incentives for housing production, the 
meaning of ‘‘adverse impact’’ depends 
entirely on who interprets it. 

Costa’s bill takes care of that. The deci- 
sions are to be made by a three-member 
Housing Fund Committee, consisting of 
top housing officials appointed by the 
governor. 

A similar bill died last year at the Assem- 
bly Ways and Means Committee, where AB 
2236 is now headed. 

San Francisco Assemblyman John 
Burton led the fight against the bill last 
year at Ways and Means. This year, As- 
semblywoman Jackie Speier (D-SF/San 
Mateo) also sits on the Ways and Means 
Committee.

Opposing Dr. Rider 


GOVERNOR GEORGE Deukmejian’s 
reappointment of Dr. J. Alfred Rider to 
the state Medical Licensing Board has 
sparked opposition from varied sources, 
including activists for affordable housing 
and a group of Vietnamese doctors. 

The doctors who are protesting Rider’s 
reappointment are also suing him, accord- 
ing to a May 8th article in the Chronicle. 
They charge that as a member of the licens- 
ing board Rider attempted to block their 
efforts to gain medical licenses. 

Longtime San Francisco housing activist 
Brad Paul told the Bay Guardian local 
housing activists have joined the fray 
because of Rider’s involvement with the 
affordable housing project now underway 
at the old Polytechnical High School site 
near Kezar Stadium. 

In 1987, Rider who owns property near 
the site, threatened to fund a ballot prop- 
osition against the Poly High project 
if the city did not grant legal status to 
several of Rider’s guest houses near the 
UC Medical Center. Rider’s actions sparked 
a broad-based backlash, including not only 
affordable housing activists but also such 
unlikely allies as then-Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein, who was quoted in an Examiner 
article on March 3, 1987 calling Rider’s 
threats ‘‘blackmail.”’ 

Rider had not returned Bay Guardian 
phone calls by presstime.

Teachers flunk chancellor 


TEACHERS in the San Francisco Com- 
munity College District have given 
Chancellor Hilary Hsu an ‘‘F’’ in educa- 
tional leadership, according to the results 
of a survey conducted by AFT Local 2121, 
which represents teachers in the system. 

Local 2121 sent out 1,700 surveys earlier 
this month to the district’s teachers, asking 
them to rate Hsu’s performance as the 
head administrator. According to Local 
2121 President Mike Hulbert, the results 
are an outright condemnation of Hsu’ per- 
formance. As of Monday, May 22nd, the 
200 or so returned surveys were running 
strongly against Hsu and a proposed three- 
year extension of his contract. ‘“‘The 
retums are running 10-to-1 against the chan- 
cellor,’’ Hulbert told the Bay Guardian. 

The five-page survey asked teachers to 
rate the chancellor in a number of cate- 
gories. Among the faculty’s criticisms, 
“The most frequently mentioned subject 
was lack of educational leadership,” 
Hulbert said, adding, ‘‘He’s not an 
educator.”’ 

The survey results will be presented to 
the Community College Governing Board 
at its May 25th meeting, where the seven- 
member body will discuss renewing Hsu’s 
contract.

AN FRANCISCO 
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Reporting the elephant

ONSIDER THE SOURCE: Using the media to under- 
stand a breaking story brings to mind the old tale of the 
blind men who misidentified an elephant because they 
were each touching only a part of it: If you rely on only one 
source of news, you’re likely not to get an accurate picture. 

Our lesson for the week is the school board president in 
Fremont, who announced on Thursday, in the pages of The 
Sentinel, that he’s gay. If your only familiarity with the story 
came from a report on Friday evening’s Ten O’Clock News 
by Channel 2 reporter Rob Roth, you probably think the en- 
tire city of Fremont is up in arms, led by outraged parents be- 
moaning the erosion of “‘traditional family values.’’ You 
probably also concluded that Fremont, although just a 
BART ride away from San Francisco, is not ready for a gay 
school board president. 

That may be true. But if Roth’s report left you wondering 
whether Robert Stipicevich has any support at all in Fre- 
mont, you’d have done well to read Saturday’s Chronicle, 
where Jeannie Wong unearthed some sources that Roth 
missed. The first reaction in Wong’s Page 2 story came from 
fellow board member Jim Klent, who Wong quoted as saying 
that Stipicevich ‘‘is a terrific board member’’ and that ‘“‘as 
professional colleagues, [Stipicevich’s coming out] should 
make no difference in our professional dealings.’’ Another 
board member, Thelma Jordan, told Wong that ‘‘Robert isa 
good board member — dedicated and hard-working.’’ And 
Carol Douglas, the president of the local PTA — which 
stands for, you’ll remember, Parent-Teacher Association — 
said Stipicevich’s personal life is nobody’s business and 
added that she would vote for him again. The rabid parents 
may be out there, but they don’t speak for the entire com- 
munity. ..except on Channel 2, which is usually more 
thorough than Roth was on Friday night. 


ADD STIPICEVICH: For another part of the elephant — 
more on the personal background of Stipicevich, as well as 
his reaction to what may or may not be a furor — Lynn 
Ludlow had a solid Page One piece in the final edition of Fri- 
day’s Examiner... . 


DEATH OF A CRAFTSMAN: As readers of the paper of- 
ficially known as The Tribune (and more popularly known as 
the Oakland Tribune) are well aware, there have been some 
significant deaths over the past few weeks: Lucille Ball, 
Abbie Hoffman, Sugar Ray Robinson, Bill Eaton.... 

Bill Eaton? Who is this guy? Only someone whose passing 
earlier this month triggered five paragraphs on The 
Tribune’s Page One and all of the paper’s Page 2. Only 
someone described by Barbara Lynne Harris in her Page 2 
piece as ‘‘perhaps the funniest man alive’? — the kind of 
comment that obituary writers normally stay away from unless 
it’s a direct quote, which this was not. Only someone who was 
referred to throughout Harris’ piece, and Bill Snyder’s long 
sidebar, as ‘“‘Mr. Eaton’? — an honorific that no other 
Tribune piece in recent memory has used about anybody. 

Still confused? So am I. Eaton was a Tribune reporter, a 
man whose death will have little effect on the lives of Tribune 
readers, as much as we newspaper types would like to believe 
otherwise. The coverage of his death was the latest episode in 
the unfortunate tendency of local media to cover their 
own, far out of proportion to how they cover comparable 
news stories. 

I don’t mean to speak ill of the dead, at least not this one: I 
believe the Tribune when it writes that Eaton was a wonderful 
and talented fellow, and anyone who serves as chairman of his 
Newspaper Guild unit, as Eaton did for seven years, deserves 
the thanks of newspaper folks. But I do mean to speak ill of the 
dead’s colleagues, who let their grief at their sudden loss cloud 


their news judgement in a major way. Bill Eaton’s death, sad 
as it may have been, was not a front-page story. 


SPEAKING OF LUCILLE BALL: As The Nation pointed 
out in a front-page editorial May 22nd, most of the long obits 
about the wacky redhead omitted a fascinating episode in her 
life. Turns out that Lucy registered to vote as a member of 
the Communist Party in 1936, earning her a call to testify 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activities in 
its glory days 17 years later. Lucy, this corner is happy to 
report, refused to name any friends or colleagues who also 
may have been party members. The Nation piece — no doubt 
penned (I suppose the more accurate term now is “‘word- 
processed’’) by editor Victor Navasky, the author of the land- 
mark book on HUAC, Naming Names — points out that the 
failure of the obits to mention Lucy’s encounter with HUAC 
“4s at least consistent with the failure to report on the black- 
list in the first place’... . 


AND SPEAKING OF THE NATION: | admit to some glee 
at seeing columnist Christopher (Minority Report) Hitchens 
being slammed in the letters column of the magazine follow- 
ing his entry into the progressive-men-making-fools-of- 
themselves-writing-about-abortion brigade. Hitchens is 
breathtakingly brilliant — if you don’t believe me, just ask 
him — but apparently not smart enough to know that the last 
thing pro-choice women need is another intellectual white 
man explaining why abortion is really not such a good idea 
after all. 

But my glee has little to do with abortion and much to do 
with my personal antipathy for Hitchens, an antipathy born 
of his posturing and preening a few months back when I 
chaired a panel discussion on media in the Bush years featur- 
ing writers Mark Hertsgaard, Robert Scheer, Alexander 
Cockburn, Brenda Payton and Hitchens. 

(An organizational screw-up of rather major proportions 
prompted Hitchens, who had a legitimate grievance with 
event organizers Media Alliance and others, to take on the 
rather illegitimate position of verbally abusing the people 
responsible for getting 2,500 people into University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall to hear him, and demand- 
ing that Berkeley journalism school dean Tom Goldstein 
publicly denounce the university before Hitchens would go 
on. Goldstein, who was not at fault, refused, and the raging 
Hitchens was finally reined in by bookstore owners Andy 
Ross of Cody’s and Bob Baldock of Black Oak Books.) 

Hitchens’ reactionary sexual politics were in full force that 
night, when he said, ‘‘To ring any of my friends on the Wash- 
ington Post these days is to find them almost unable to get to 
the phone. Their jaws are almost completely dislocated from 
the relentless application of loveless blowjobs. The two least 
adorable recipients of this oral copulation — both given long 
and moist profiles in the Washington Post — are Brent 
Scowcroft and John Tower.’’ Even the most cursory textual 
analysis here reveals that for Hitchens, giving a blow job is an 
act of humiliation, of sublimation. What a delightful message. 


ADD SEX: Did the Tribune really have to headline its Page 
One Monday story on San Francisco’s domestic partners or- 
dinance ‘‘San Francisco awaits new edict on legitimizing

EFORE LAST November’s 

presidential election, Richard 

Meeker, publisher of the Port- 

land, Oregon newsweekly 

Willamette Week, wrote: ‘‘If 
the average American voter had been 
reading the alternative press’s coverage 
of Election ’88, the candidacy of George 
Bush would be finished by now.” 

Of course, Meeker will never be able 
to prove his claim. Most voters in this 
country did not get their campaign 
news from the alternative press. The 
mainstream media failed to scrutinize 
Bush and the former vice president was 
promoted at the polls. But the number 
and severity of alternative press charges 
about Bush certainly support Meeker’s 
bold assertion. 

His statement began an article that 
went on to describe several highly ques- 
tionable incidents from Bush’s recent 
and not-so-recent past. The carefully 
researched and documented accounts in- 
cluded Bush’s attempts to dismantle 
environmental regulations, his role in 
shielding Central Intelligence Agency 
covert activities from congressional in- 
vestigators, his interference with the 
Senate Watergate Committee’s in- 
vestigation of Richard Nixon, his ap- 
pointment of Nazi sympathizers to key 
campaign slots and much, much more 
(see sidebar, this page). 

The charges were not new. They had 
been published previously in places like 
The Nation, the L.A. Weekly, the 
Village Voice, the Boston Phoenix and 
the Bay Guardian. But they had been 





all but ignored by the mainstream 
media, which seemed obsessed with 
trivializing the campaign. 

“T’ve watched lots of campaigns in- 
cluding presidential ones,’’ nationally 
renowned media critic Ben Bagdikian 
told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘and this last 
one was worst coverage in my ex- 
perience.”’ 

Bagdikian, a University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley journalism professor, 
said, ‘‘The major problem was that the 
main body of coverage persistently 
avoided substance and issue in favor of 
titillation and relatively superficial in- 
formation. The primary was domi- 
nated by reportage on the sex lives of 
the candidates and the general cam- 
paign stressed acting ability.” 
~ As the election approached and it 
became clear that the mainstream 
media were not prepared to examine 
George Bush’s record, Meeker, who 
was then president of the Association 
of Alternative Newsweeklies, said he 
decided to pull together the previously 
published information. ‘‘Out of asense 
of frustration, I felt that we as 
newspapers ought to go on record 
before the election with this informa- 
tion,” he told the Bay Guardian. 

Meeker distributed the story over 
Alternet, the fledgling electronic net- 
work of the Institute for Alternative 
Journalism, an offshoot of AAN. Inan 
unusual move, Alternet did not charge 
its members to print the article, and 
newspapers in approximately a dozen 
cities published it in the weeks just 
before the election (see ‘George Bush’s 

dirty secrets,’’ Bay Guardian, 11/2/88). 





But the mainstream press and the 
networks continued to undercover the 
campaign, and that, said Meeker, cor- 
rupted the entire electoral process. 
““The press serves as sort of an interface 
between politicians and the public, and 
when the press fails to do its job — as 
happens regularly in this country — the 
process breaks down.”’ 

Last month, a panel of distinguished 
media experts apparently agreed with 
Meeker about the significance of both 
the alternative press’s charges and the 
mainstream media’s poor campaign 
coverage when it selected Meeker’s ar- 
ticle as Project Censored’s top under- 
reported story of 1988. 


ARL JENSEN, director 

of Project Censored, told 

the Bay Guardian, ‘‘The 

thing about Meeker was 

that he pulled the whole 
sucker together, and that’s what had to 
be done.”’ 

Project Censored is Jensen’s brain- 
child, and for 13 years, the Sonoma 
State University communications pro- 
fessor has served as its director. Each 
year, the project ranks the top ten un- 
derreported stories of the previous year. 

The stories typically are not censored 
in the traditional sense of the word. 
Government officials rarely tell news- 
paper editors and television news direc- 
tors what news is prohibited. Most of 
the stories were published somewhere 
or they wouldn’t have come to the proj- 
ect’s attention.

@ Bush purchased properties 
whose deeds contained ‘‘whites 
only’’ provisions (The Nation). 
@ Bush’s pro-family front may 
have hidden a history of womaniz- 
ing and long-running affairs (L.A. 
Weekly). 
@ Bush was a total failure as the 
Reagan administration’s point man 
on narcotics interdiction (L.A. 
Weekly). 
@ Bush was involved in raising 
‘‘third-country”* Contra aid, and 
Bush top aide Donald Greggs 
helped plan Contra strategy and 
resupply efforts (L.A. Weekly).

As Meeker pointed out, his own arti- 
cle saw print in newspapers from 
Boston to Los Angeles. ‘‘How can you 
feel censored if a story had half a 
million combined circulation in 12 
cities?’’ he asked. 

But the focus of Project Censored is 
the mainstream media’s propensity for 
self-censorship. The project’s official 
definition of censorship is ‘‘the sup- 
pression, whether purposeful or not, 
by any method — including bias, omis- 
sion or underreporting — which 
prevents the public from knowing what 
is happening in society.’’ In practice, 
winning stories are generally selected 
on the basis of their importance to 
society and their inadequate treatment 
at the hands of the mainstream press. 

This year, Jensen’s students at 
Sonoma State in Rohnert Park, Cali- 
fornia researched more than 400 sub- 
missions to find out exactly how much 
coverage each subject received, then 
voted on the top 25 finalists (see side- 
bar, this page). 

Jensen forwarded synopses of the 
finalists to a panel of 13 judges com- 
prised of academicians, media ob- 
servers and working journalists people 
like Bagdikian, Noam Chomsky, pro-

fessor of linguistics and philosophy at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, and Brad Knickerbocker, 
editorial page editor of the Christian 
Science Monitor (see sidebar, page 
18). The judges ranked the top 25 and 
their vote tally determined the final 
ranking of the top ten best under- 
reported stories of 1988. 

Other winners this year included acid 
rain’s threat to human health, the Third 
World debt’s impact on children’s 
health and the United States’ defiance of 
the International Court of Justice. 

Some years, the winning stories 
center around a common theme. In 
1986, for example, many of the under- 
reported stories had to do with the 
Reagan administration’s attempts to 
control the flow of information. This 
year’s winners, however, are very 
diverse. For example, the number-two 
story, which enjoyed almost as much 
support among the judges as the win- 
ner, was the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s attempt to control the news 
through propaganda and deception. 

The EPA’s actions would not seem 
on the surface to be directly related to 
the mainstream media’s coverage of 
the election campaign. But if you speak 
about the reasons for the mainstream 
media’s self-censorship with Jensen, 
the judges and the reporters whose 
critical stories were largely ignored, a 
common theme does emerge. 

Since, as Meeker said, the press acts 
as an interface between the public and 
politicians, some symbiotic relation- 
ship must exist between the media and 
government. But the mainstream U.S. 
media today lack initiative and the 
government has become increasing ef- 
fective at dictating the news. 

Reporters have come to rely on press 
releases and government reports to tell 
them what is news and to do their 
research for them. They have learned 
to discredit non-governmental sources 
and, in some cases, identify themselves 
with the government. They have taken 
their cue from Ronald Reagan and 
learned to focus on superficial issues, 
avoiding substantial issues that might 
lead to criticism of the government. 

Not only is the press in bed with the 
government, but the government is far 
and away the dominant partner in this 
incestuous relationship. 


IM SIBBISON, a freelance 

writer who authored one of the 

two Project Censored stories 

about EPA’s attempts to pollute 

the news, spent 11 years writing 

press releases for the EPA after 
serving as a reporter. 

“TI was very disappointed in the 
press’s performance all the time I was 
with the government,’’ he told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘Until then I hadn’t rea- 
lized what a very inferior job it does on 
all the agencies in the bureaucracy. It 
allowed the people at EPA to not only 
set the priorities but to set the facts for 
the news stories.’ 

Sibbison said the whole time he 
worked at EPA he can’t remember a 
single time when reporters developed 
stories on their own initiative. ‘‘We set 
the agenda completely. If we didn’t 
send out a press release for two 
months, there was no news for two 
months,”’ he said. 

It’s not a problem of lazy reporters, 
Sibbison said, but the fact that news 
outlets save money by relying on the 
government’s multibillion-dollar in- 
formation industry. ‘‘Editors and 
publishers are quite satisfied with 
rewritten press releases,’’ he said. “‘It 
would cost the newspaper industry a 
great deal of money to develop these 
stories on their own. It’s a very lavish 
subsidy to the press.’’ 

Sometimes the line between the 
government and news agencies 
becomes so blurred that reporters 
forget which side they’re on. 

For three years, State University of 
New York journalism professor Karl 
Grossman has been trying to tell the 


world about the dangers of sending 
plutonium up on space shuttles. 
Another disaster like the Challenger ex- 
plosion could disperse enough plu- 
tonium to kill millions of people, he 
warns, and for three years now, his story 
has made Project Censored’s top ten. 

Grossman got his start as a police 
reporter for a Long Island newspaper, 
where one competitor was such a police 
buff that Grossman described him as 
“half cop and half reporter.’” 

Grossman told the Bay Guardian, 
“In dealing over the last two years with 
space reporters, I’ve had various odd- 
ball conversations that remind me of 
previous conversations with my cop 
reporter friend.” 

Many space reporters, he said, are 
unwilling to do anything to jeopardize 
the space program. “‘I believe in the 
free press in this country — I’ve been a 
reporter all my life — but it doesn’t seem 
to be functioning. You have space re- 
porters acting like the worst police-buff 
police reporters.”’ 

The overreliance on official govern- 
ment sources of information has 
become so great that independent 
sources are often discredited by the 
mainstream press unless they toethe of- 
ficial government line. 

MIT’s Chomsky told the Bay Guard- 
ian a recent example was the New York 
Times’ decision not to publish 
Nicaragua’s announcement this month 
that Contra attacks are continuing and 
have taken approximately 100 lives so 
far this year. The information was cor- 
roborated by church representatives 
and members of the peace group Wit- 
ness for Peace, but it didn’t jive with 
official reports that the United States is 
supporting Central American peace ef- 
forts and providing only humanitarian 
aid to the Contras. 

““Somebody at the New York Times 
monitors the wires,’’ he said. ‘‘Some- 
one must be reading this and thinking 
this isn’t news. At whatever editorial 
level these decisions are made, it is 
understood that the framework of the 
event is what’s acceptable to the U.S. 
elite.’’ 

Bagdikian said, “‘I think that the 
narrowing of the focus in recent years 
to quoting only the major centers of 
power has made the media insensitive 
to the demands of good reporting, 
which should include the words of 
sources with serious and credentialed 
contrary views.”’ 


LL THESE factors — the 

reliance on government 

press releases, re- 

porters who come to 

. identify’ with the gov- 

ernment and the discrediting of non- 

governmental sources — add up to a 

general willingness on the part of the 

mainstream media to allow the govern- 

ment to set the news priorities. That 

willingness connects Sibbison’s critique 

of EPA propaganda with Meeker’s 

critique of the media’s coverage of the 
presidential campaign. 

“TI think that the avoidance of 
substance in the campaign coverage,” 
Bagdikian said, ‘‘was the culmination 
of eight years of avoiding intelligent 
and balanced coverage of continuing 
issues in governmental policy, of fol- 
lowing the television lead of com- 
pulsively looking for physical drama 
and conforming to the skilled media 
manipulations of the Reagan years, of 
stressing appearances and shrugging of 
issues,”” he said. 

He added that ‘‘the mainstream 
press and its correspondents were either 
fearful of Reagan or the basic attitudes 
of their organizations were supportive 
of Reagan.” 

Bagdikian’s concern that the press 
might fear the president was echoed by 
Meeker. “‘I think the press under- 
covered both Dukakis and Bush equally 
during the election, and the only ra- 
tionale I can concoct is that somewhere 
deep in the pit of its gut the mainstream 
press realized that one of these people 


was going to be president and it wanted 
to start off on the right foot with 
whichever one was elected,’’ he said. 

Meeker, however, said the main- 
stream press will eventually have to deal 
with Bush’s past, and there are signs he 
may be right. On May 17th, for exam- 
ple, the Chronicle published a 
Washington Post account of Senator 
Alan Cranston’s opposition to Bush’s 
nomination of his top aide, Donald P. 
Gregg, to the South Korean ambassa- 
dorship. Before the elections, the alter- 
native press had described Gregg’s ties 
to CIA covert operations, including the 
Iran-Contra scandal. 

Several Project Censored stories 
have gone on to gain mainstream 
recognition. In January, for example, 
20/20 discovered the Cambodian holo- 
caust — one of Project Censored top 
underreported stories of 1977. But 
many more are never recognized. Here, 
then, are the top underreported stories 
of 1988. You can watch for yourself to 
see if they are ever given the media at- 
tention they deserve. 


George Bush’s dirty big secrets 
(Bay Guardian). 

While the mainstream press was busy 
following the superficial agenda laid 
out by campaign staffers, the alter- 
native press was busy trying to tell the 
U.S. public who George Bush really 
was. In fact, the alternative press had 
been onto Bush before the election: As 
far back as Dec. 3, 1986, the Bay 
Guardian had published one of the first 
accounts of the Christic Institute’s 
“Secret Team’’ lawsuit, and cor- 
respondent Michael Emory wrote that 
Bush may have played a role in the 
alleged conspiracy of drug-smuggling 
and assassination. 

As last November’s election ap- 
proached, the evidence about Bush’s 
shady past continued to mount. Some 
of the best work was done by the L.A. 
Weekly and the Village Voice, but 
Meeker’s story also relied on reports 
published in The Nation and the 
Boston Phoenix. The findings included 
such things as Bush serving as a CIA 
asset as far back as 1963, his ties to 
drug-runner Manuel Noriega and his 
almost-certain knowledge of govern- 
ment efforts to supply weapons illegal- 
ly to the Contras (see sidebar, page 
15). 

Meeker wrote of the mainstream 
dailies: ‘“Their laziness, inattention, pre- 
tenses of fairness and cowardliness have 
helped hand this election to George 
Bush. When information like that con- 
tained in this article finally surfaces, you 


can be certain that the last major institu- 
tion to get any of the blame will be the 
one most responsible.” 

Although this story was sourced to 
the Bay Guardian, it was published by 
roughly a dozen members of Alternet, 
and Meeker, the writer, says all he did 
was compile the coverage of Bush from 
other alternative newspapers. 


How the EPA pollutes the news; 
the dioxin cover-up (Columbia Jour- 
nalism Review, Greenpeace). 

Freelance journalist Jim Sibbison 
revealed in the November/December 
1988 issue of the Columbia Journalism 
Review that the EPA had been inten- 
tionally soft-pedaling stories about 
clean water and other pollution issues 
during the Reagan administration — 
and that the mainstream media had 
swallowed the deceptive press releases 
hook, line and sinker. 

Sibbison also revealed that the Of- 
fice of Management and Budget was 
meeting with industry executives in an 
attempt to find ways to cut the costs to 
industry of proposed EPA regulations. 
Many of the suggested changes were 
then adopted by the EPA. 

In the March/April issue of Green- 
peace, Peter Von Stackleber went even 
further, exposing how EPA officials 
had secretly worked with officials from 
the paper industry to cover up informa- 
tion about the presence of the powerful 
carcinogen dioxin in paper products 
and discharge from paper mills. 


Project Galileo: The risk of nuclear 
disaster in space (The Long Island 
Monthly, Extra!). 

When the space shuttle Challenger ex- 
ploded on Jan. 28, 1986, Karl 
Grossman, a journalism professor at the 
College at Old Westbury campus of the 
State University of New York, was 
already at work on a story about the 
hazards of using plutonium on space 
missions. Three of 22 plutonium-carry- 
ing missions had ended in disaster. 

He knew that government projec- 
tions put the chance of a shuttle disaster 
at one in 10,000. He also knew that the 
next flight after Challenger was sche- 
duled to carry 50 pounds of plutonium 
as part of the Galileo mission to 
Jupiter. As it turned out, one of the 25

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space-shuttle missions fell victim to 
disaster. If a similar explosion had 
taken place during the Galileo launch 
and the plutonium was dispersed over 
Florida, said John Gorfman, professor 
emeritus of medical physics at the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, ‘‘kiss 
Florida good-bye.”’ 

The Galileo Project and the risk of a 
nuclear disaster in space has been a top 
Project Censored story for three years 
running. The issue has received some 
coverage — San Francisco Examiner 
science writer Keay Davidson wrote 
about it March 31, 1988 — but 
Grossman said that when he uses the 
story in his investigative reporting 
class, his students have never heard of 
it. And the Galileo Project now has an 
Oct. 12th launch date. 

In 1988, Dennis Berstein wrote an ar- 
ticle about press self-censorship on 
assignment for Newsday, and cited the 
Galileo Project. Newsday, however, 
killed the story. The article later ran in 
the September/October 1988 issue of 
Extra!, the newsletter of Fairness and 
Accuracy in Reporting. It included this 
telling quote from former NBC News 
President Reuven Frank: “I don’t 


believe [Galileo] exists. If there was a 
plan to do that, it would be reported.”’ 


Radioactive waste and the 
dangers of food irradiation (The 
Workbook, Northern Sun News). 

Although the Department of Energy 
is going ahead with plans to set up 1,000 
food irradiation facilities around the 
country, the jury is still out on the ef- 
ficacy and safety of irradiation. 

The April/June issue of The Work- 
book, a quarterly magazine published 
by the Albuquerque-based Southwest 
Research and Information Center, 
contained an article by Judith H. 
Johnsrud that described several studies 
suggesting that irradiation may not be 
safe. In these studies: Children fed ir- 
radiated wheat developed abnormal 
blood cells; the offspring of animals 
fed irradiated food had low survival 
rates; lab animals fed irradiated food 
developed testicular tumors, kidney 
damage and chromosomal abnor- 
malities; a recent accident at a commer- 
cial sterilizer similar to food irradiation

THE FATHER OF 
PROJECT CENSORED 


An interview with Carl Jensen

ARL JENSEN is the 
father of Project Cen- 
sored. For 13 years, the 
Sonoma State University 
communications pro- 
fessor has nutured his brainchild, pay- 
ing for its care out of his own pocket. 
But now the project is coming of age. 
Project Censored was recently hon- 
ored by journalism educators as an im- 
portant form of media criticism, and 
this year, for the first time, will receive 
outside funding. We spoke with Jensen 
by phone from his Cotati home recent- 
ly, and asked him why he started the 
project and what he had achieved. 


Bay Guardian: When you started 
Project Censored 13 years ago, what 
were your goals, and have you achieved 
any of them? 

Carl Jensen: I had basic goals in 
mind and I haven’t changed those goals 
and they’re still not achieved. And that 
is, number one, to encourage profes- 
sional journalists and editors to do 
more investigative journalism. I really 


don’t see a golden age of muckraking 
among us these days. Look at this 
year’s list of stories. There are some in- 
credible stories that should have been 
well known by the majority of people 
last year. 

And the other goal was to get the in- 
formation out about these stories to the 
general public so they are aware of 
them and can start looking for more in- 
formation themselves. That I think we 
are doing. I get so many calls now from 
people across the country for more in- 
formation about these stories. When I 
started, I would produce 1,000 pam- 
phlets, and this last one went up to 
4,000 pamphlets. The letters come in 
on a daily basis. 


Are there any stories you can point to 
where you feel the project has specifi- 
cally raised public awareness of an 
issue? 

It’s hard to draw any real correla- 
tions. Certainly, every year up until 
1980 we had several stories dealing with 
nuclear power and the dangers of nu- 
clear power and its military uses and all 
the rest, and that became a major issue. 


plants exposed ten workers to radioac- 
tive cesium. 

With so little known about the safety 
of food irradiation, why would DOE 
rush it into use? The Workbook sug- 
gests the department is trying to extend 
the “‘nuclear fuel cycle”’ and reduce the 
amount of nuclear reactor waste that 
would otherwise require disposal. 


Acid rain — one of America’s 
biggest killers (Vanguard Press). 
When acid rain was chosen as one of 
the top ten Project Censored stories of 
1977, almost no one had even heard of 
it. Today, acid rain is a household term 
that usually invokes images of dying 
lakes and forests in trouble — but few 
people realize the threat acid rain poses 
to human health. 2

From 1977, I guess, the first few years 
there, we were hammering away on 
acid rain, acid rain, and just recently it 
made the national news. Also just 
recently, West 57th Street did a story on 
Leonard Peltier — that was one of our 
stories from 1986. 


Why is the press so slow to take up 
these stories? If it’s astory now, it wasa 
story then. 

I don’t know. I mean, there were 15 
million people that signed the petition 
in Russia to free Leonard Peltier, our 
leading American political prisoner, 
and most Americans have never even 
heard of the person. And it was just 
April that West 57th Street did the first 
major television documentary on him. 


No theories as to why? 

Well, some of them are political 
issues. Obviously, they perceive Peltier 
as a criminal and the FBI says he’s a 
criminal and we don’t have political 
prisoners here in the United States. I 
mean, that’s just not acceptable. 


So the establishment press tends to 
discredit such stories. 

Again, it depends on sources. Dan 
Sheehan, of course, is not a reputable 
source for information about the Iran- 
Contra situation, whereas Alexander 
Haig always was a reputable source 
about Central America. And as we’ve 
seen in the last couple of years with the 
hearings in Washington and the rest, 
Dan Sheehan was on target. 

The thing that disturbs me is that, 
oftentimes, when establishment jour- 
nalists identify a source they don’t 
perceive as credible, they’ll say, Dan 
Sheehan, head of the liberal Christic 
Institute, which then challenges the 
credibility of Dan Sheehan. They don’t 
say Alexander Haig, who lied about the 
white paper in Central America. They 
say Alexander Haig, former secretary 
of state. And so the title provides the 
credibility. 


A lot of the censored stories come 
from what’s known as the alternative 
media. I got acomment from one of the 
judges last year about a leftist focus. He 
said you could easily come up with ten 
best censored story on the right as well. 
How do you answer criticism like that? 

I don’t equate the alternative press 
with the left. Are you card-carrying 
leftists at the Bay Guardian, or are you 
journalists? I look upon you as jour- 
nalists. I don’t look at these issues as 
political issues. The kinds of issues that 
we’re talking about, they’re human

Press, an alternative newsweekly in 
Vermont. The headline didn’t mince 
words: ‘‘Acid rain is killing five to 20 
times as many Americans as AIDS.”’ 

Acid rain, the article reported, has 
been linked to Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome, childhood cancers, respira- 
tory diseases, increased incidence of 
lung cancer, breast and colon cancer 
and childhood mental retardation. The 
numbers are staggering: In 1986, the 
Brooklyn National Laboratory esti- 
mated that acid rain kills 50,000 people 
in the United States each year. A 1984 
Office of Technology Assistance report 
set the national annual death toll at 
50,000 to 200,000. 

Clifton documented several studies 
that tied acid rain to dramatic increases 
in human deaths from various causes. 
Although existing data are not ab- 
solutely conclusive, Clifton quotes En- 
vironment Canada policy director Alex 
Manson saying, ‘‘It’s sort of the way it 
was very early on with smoking.” 


America’s secret police network — 
part il (The Los Angeles Times). 

Ten years ago, a Project Censored 
pamphlet described its sixth-best 
underreported story of 1978 as follows: 
“A little-known organization called 
LEIU — Law Enforcement Intelligence 
Unit — links almost every major police 
force in the U.S. and Canada. As a 
private organization, it is not 
answerable to traditional official 
groups, nor are its files subject to the 
freedom-of-information laws.’’ The 
story, sourced to the San Francisco 
Chronicle and Penthouse, included 
descriptions by ex-LEIU members of il- 
legal wiretapping, spying and breaking 
and entering. 

Today, the same story occupies the 
same slot. The source this time around 
is a June 24, 1988 Los Angeles Times 
article by William K. Knoedelseder Jr., 
Kim Murphy and Ronald Soble. The 
article reported that LIEU had 
threatened to suspend the L.A. Police 
Department’s membership because 
two police detectives allegedly leaked 
confidential information about 
organized crime. 


‘Children are paying for the world 
debt with their lives (San Francisco 
Examiner, USA Today). 

The developing world now spends 
nearly one-fourth of its export revenues 
to pay offits $1 trillion debt. The finan- 
cial hardship is so great that nations are 
cutting back on social services, and 
many of the people who suffer as a 
result are children. 

According to a London Observer ar- 
ticle by John Madeley, reprinted in the 
Dec. 21st Examiner, ‘‘The 40 poorest - 
countries in the developing world have 
halved health spending over the past 
few years and cut education budgets 
by a quarter. Fewer children betwetn 
the ages of six and 11 are now going to 
school, and malnutrition is on the in- 
crease.’’ 

Madeley’s article was followed by the 
release of a United Nations ‘‘State of 
the World’s Children’’ report. When 
releasing the report in New Delhi, 
UNICEF Executive Director James 
Grant said, ‘‘When a country’s 
economy starts having trouble, the 
children are always the ones who will 
suffer the most.’’ 


A constitutional convention — 
history repeats itself (The Econo- 
mist, USA Today). 

Thirty-four states must call for a 
convention to change the Constitution 
before one can be held. During 1988, as 
many as 32 states were on record sup- 
porting such a gathering, and Kentucky 
almost became number 33. The main 
thrust of the convention movement 
comes from the National Taxpayers 
Union, which is calling for an amend- 
ment requiring a balanced budget, but 
critics are concerned that a convention 
could get out of hand. 

Peter B. Gemma Jr., contributing 
editor to Conservative Digest, de- 
scribed the agenda feared by liberals in 
the March 3rd USA Today: ‘‘But there 
should be nothing to fear about refin- 
ing the Constitution. And many of us 
feel a number of changes are urgently 
needed. Popular proposals such as 
voluntary prayer in public schools, 
presidential line-item veto power and 
restricting or regulating the abortion- 
on-demand industry cannot be bottled 
up on Capitol Hill forever.” 

Surprisingly, however, opposition to 
the constitutional convention has also 
come from the religious right. A May 
21, 1988 article in the British magazine 
The Economist reported that Alabama 
and Florida rescinded their calls for a 
convention after rightists accused the 
convention movement of conspiring to 
dismantle the Constitution and 
establish a one-world government. 


U.S. refuses to abide by 
International Court of Justice (The 
Los Angeles Times, Congressional 
Record, Our Right to Know). 

When the United Nations was estab- 
lished half a century ago, the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice, better known as 
the World Court, was created to serve 
as its judicial arm and resolve interna- 
tional disputes. The United States is 
bound by the U.N. Charter to “‘comply 
with the judgment of the International 
Court of Justice,’’ and for most of the 
court’s history it has done that. But it 
has ignored a June 1986 decision that it 
violated international law by declaring a 
May 1985 trade embargo against 
Nicaragua, mining Managua’s harbor 
and arming the Contras. 

The original court decision and the 
fact that the United States then rejected 
the court’s jurisdiction was itself an un- 
derreported story, but even more un- 
derreported was the continuation of 
the case during 1988. The 1986 ruling 
said a Nicaraguan request for more 
than $2.8 billion in reparations was 
premature, but since the United States 
has refused to negotiate with Nicara- 
gua, the case has been reopened. The 
United States ignored a July 29, 1988 
deadline to file a statement in the case. 

Lawyer Howard N. Meyer wrote in 
the Sept. 25th Los Angeles Times, ‘‘In 
considering the stubborn refusal of 
Washington to negotiate with 
Managua, we had better remember that 
so-called ‘sovereign immunity’ is not 
necessarily going to be a shield for our 
assets, even among the friendliest of 
our allies.’”’ 


The abuse of America’s 
Incarcerated children (Arete). 


When Dwight Boyd Roberts was 
nine, both of his parents were seriously 
injured in an automobile accident. So 
he was sent to stay in the Los Angeles 
County Juvenile Hall. During his four- 
month stay, he says, “‘I experienced my 
first physical beating, my first sexual 
molestation, my first placement in 
solitary confinement, and I watched, 
for the first time, an act of rape. I also 
committed my first act of violence and 
my victim nearly died.” 

When his father came to pick Roberts 
up, “he was no longer looking at the 
well-behaved, polite and loving son he 
had raised,’’ Roberts says. : 

When Boyd told his story, with the 
help of co-author Jack Carter, in Arete, 
a San Diego-based magazine, he was 
serving a ten-year sentence for assault 
with a deadly weapon. 

Roberts’ experience is not an isolated 
case. According to the synopsis sent to 
Project Censored judges, “On any 
given day, there are an average of 2.5 
million children of both sexes between 
the ages of five and 19 years in- 
carcerated in America’s juvenile deten- 
tion facilities. Of that number, more 
than 1.2 million are being sexually 
abused by their peers.’ 5 

It adds that they also endure physi- 
cal beatings, neglect and isolation. 
“Ts it any wonder,’’ the synopsis 
continues, “‘that today’s incarcerated 


children become tomorrow’s cop 


killers, rapists and mass murderers? 
Charles Manson, Gary Gilmore, 
George Jackson and Dwight Boyd 
Roberts share one trait: They were each 
incarcerated children.’’ 

There have been isolated attempts to 
cover incarcerated children — one ex- 
ample is the May 14th Examiner special 
report on the California Youth Author- 
ity — but as the Project Censored 
synopsis states, the story of Roberts and 
others like him ‘‘is one that the media 
did not cover in depth in 1988 nor in the 
many years that preceded it.’’ B

THE TIMES OF 
JIM FOSTER 


A candid profile of the controversial dean 
of San Francisco's gay activists 


By David Israels 


HEN JIM Foster is 

told that the city’s 

highest-ranking 

elected gay official 

has said through an 
aide he “‘doesn’t want to participate’’ 
in a story about him, Foster laughs —a 
kind of gravel-throated chortle. 

Foster can afford to be amused. He 
is, after all, a 25-year veteran of the 
often viperous world of gay politics. 

The tiff with gay supervisor Harry 
Britt seems to be just the game of 
politics. It seems Britt’s peeved because 
Foster publicly raised some concerns 
about the supervisor’s controversial 
domestic partners bill. 

At age 54, Foster, whose only official 
position is city Health Commissioner, 
is still, according to the Chronicle’s na- 
tionally known gay reporter Randy 
Shilts, ‘“‘one of the central figures in 
San Francisco gay politics.”’ 

And one of the most controversial. 





To his admirers, Foster is a founding 
father of the gay rights movement anda 
Passionate gay pioneer- of national 
stature — a man who still wields his 
considerable influence for the benefit 
of homosexuals all over the country. 

Mayor Art Agnos told the Bay 
Guardian, ‘‘Jim has earned a place in 
the history of the gay civil rights move- 
ment that ranks him with all the civil 
rights leaders of this century.’’ 

But to his detractors, he is an Uncle 
Tom, a sycophant — a man driven by 
private agendas. Says Bob Ross, pub- 
lisher of the gay newspaper The Bay 
Area Reporter, ‘‘There’s no doubt in 
my mind he’s a wholly owned hack of 
the machine that runs this town.”’ 

So which is it, saint or sinner? Foster 
is a little bit of both — and, in a 
refreshing change of pace from most 
politicos, he’s willing to admit it. 

He’s also a natural charmer. Ex- 
plaining in a recent interview that only 
in the last four years has he earned a 
good income, he says, ‘‘I’m probably 


the only fairy you’ll ever meet who lost 
money in San Francisco real estate.’’ 

Foster’s friends add that he’s the 
kind of man who’s at ease whether he’s 
throwing delightful dinner parties for 
the politically prominent or, as they say 
in gay parlance, dishing the dirt with 
sisters over a couple of cocktails. 

It’s a personal style that works well 
for a politician who understands the 
value of connections. 

But it’s his political style and his un- 
willingness to share his power that in 
the past reaped so much bitter 
criticism. He’s part of amovement that 
celebrates its beginning with riots in the 
streets of New York City. But he’s 
never been comfortable with the furies 
of street activism. 

“I saw myself as part of the system 
because powerful people were coming 
to me for advice. I was on the inside and 
would only be destroying the house I 
was in,”’ Foster says, sitting in his kit- 
chen, whose wall is lined with photos 
and cards scrawled with messages from 


the likes of Jimmy Carter, Phil Burton 
and Walter Mondale. 
$ ¥ 
OSTER WAS not always the 
consummate political animal. 
He moved to the city in 1959 
after being drummed out of 
the Army for being gay. He 
was, like other homosexual immigrants 
of the time, looking for a place that 
might be just a little less repressive than 
the town he had come from. 

He remembers that homosexual life 
then had a clandestine edge to it — the 
necessity for discretion made homosex- 
uals feel as though they belonged to a 
secret society. 

Those were the times when 
homosexuals traveled what they called 
the “‘bird circuit.’’ Bars named after a 
bird and a color, like the Blue Parrot, 
were almost invariably homosexual 
stomping grounds. 

And even in those repressive days the 
city was famous, among those in the 
know, for its back-room sex bars. 
Foster laughs as he recounts going to a 
joint with ‘‘a hundred bottles of beer 
on the bar and no one in the place.” 
When he went down to the basement he 
found it packed with the missing 
patrons, ‘‘carrying on.’’ 

Too often, though, he and other 
homosexuals watched helplessly as of- 
ficialdom used its power to harass the 
city’s then largely docile homosexual 
population. 

For Foster the turning point came in 
1963. He remembers picking up the 
morning paper to find a story about a 
police raid on the Tay-Bush Inn, atame 
coffee house where gay men went after 
the bars closed to sip acup of java, hop- 
ing still to meet Mr. Right. 

Though raids on homosexual hang- 
outs were commonplace, Foster was 
enraged at this police roundup of 109 
patrons and the morning-after publica- 
tion of their names, addresses and oc- 
cupations in the Chronicle. 

His anger helped change local gay 
history when he and six other men 
formed the Society for Individual 
Rights. SIR was by no means the city’s 
first gay organization but it was the first 
to begin to think in political terms — 
holding candidates’ nights and register- 
ing gay voters. 

The rest of Foster’s political scrap- 
book is filled mostly with his own firsts: 
He started the first gay Democratic 
club, he headed the first gay rights 
education foundation and he delivered 
the first gay rights speech at a Demo- 
cratic national convention. 

He also became the first local gay 
kingmaker, by all accounts jealously 
guarding the power that had everyone 
from college board hopefuls to White 
House contenders coming to pay him 
their fealty. 

But activist upstart Harvey Milk 
changed all that. Over the vehement 
opposition of Foster and other insiders, 
Milk won election to the Board of 
Supervisors in 1977 and thus became 
the country’s first openly gay elected 
official. 

Reporter Shilts, who chronicled the 
power struggle in his book» The Mayor 
of Castro Street, now believes that 
fratricidal gay community battle ‘‘was 
really about turf. Harvey was much 
more of an ass than Jim. It’s just that 
Jim had been more powerful.’’ 

In 1978, Milk became a national gay 
martyr when he and Mayor George 
Moscone were assassinated by Super- 

“visor Dan White. 


OSTER REMAINS the in- 
sider’s insider — one of the 
few gay politicians who with 
one call can get Ted Kennedy 
or Tony Coelho or Art Agnos 
to come to the phone. But observers 
like Shilts detect a fervor they haven’t 
seen in many years — inspired, they 
say, by the AIDS epidemic. 
“AIDS has returned him to the Jim 
Foster of the early Seventies,’’ says 
Shilts. 


Cd 


Foster agrees the epidemic has made 
him less cautious. ‘‘Back in the Seven- 
ties I was a victim of the gay Peter Pan 
syndrome as much as anybody. I never 
thought I would get old or sick. Now 
that there’s a very good chance I will get 
sick and die, I have a lot less to lose.’’ 

Observers point to his tough stance 
in the recent controversy over federal 
tules barring foreign visitors infected 
with the AIDS virus. They say Foster 
showed activists how an insider playing 
the strings of power can get his adver- 
saries to dance to a different tune. 

Local AIDS scientists were aghast 
when Foster announced that unless 
the rules changed, he wanted the 
Health Commission to remove city 
sponsorship from the International 
AIDS Conference scheduled to be 
held here in 1990.They warned that 
the conference, the Super Bowl of 
AIDS meetings, would have to be 
canceled if it lost city sponsorship. 

But Foster had his eye on more than 
putting the conference out of business. 
He wanted to light a fire under the 
scientists and doctors who, he believed, 
could get the feds to listen to them. A 
week before the vote on Foster’s 
resolution, the scientists heading the 
conference showed a new willingness to 
get involved. 

In a powwow with Congresswoman 
Nancy Pelosi (D-SF), Foster says, the 
scientists suggested taking out full-page 
ads in the New York Times and the 
Washington Post, opposing the rule. 
They offered to use their influence to 
get the California and American 
Medical Associations to lobby Wash- 
ington. But they needed Foster to hold 
off his resolution. 

Satisfied, Foster told the Health 
Commission on May 16th he was delay- 
ing a vote on the resolution. In fact, it 
had never moved out of draft stage. 
But by then Foster had gotten what he 
really wanted. 

“This will mark the first time the 
medical establishment has become in- 
volved in these political issues,’’ he 
happily told a reporter. 

And in mid-May the U.S. Immigra- 
tion Service announced that it would 
permit people with HIV to visit the 
United States for some purposes, in- 
cluding attendance at meetings. 

But the epidemic is not just politics 
for Foster. 

His lover of 12 years died from an 
AIDS-related disease in 1985 as Foster 
sat by his side, holding him. At least a 
half dozen close friends have also died. 
And Foster’s own health is endan- 
gered. He says he is infected with the 
AIDS virus and is taking AZT, the only 
government-approved drug that in- 
hibits the virus. 

His losses have left him, like so many 
gay men, wary of inviting more pain. 
“You think maybe you’re better off 
not creating close relationships with 
people when you’re going to end up 
burying them,”’ he says. 

These days Foster has also largely 
given up the political trenches, prefer- 
ring to let others take on most of the ex- 
hausting organizing. “It’s so much 
easier to write a check,’’ he says. 

Instead, he’s enjoying a re-entry into 
the city’s real estate market with a 
home bought a few years ago with an 
inheritance from his stepmother. And 
he’s taking care of business. 

Foster says that, unlike some others, 
he had never profited much from his 
political alliances. ‘‘He’s never taken a 
sinecure,”’ says Randy Shilts. 

Now, though, he’s earning good 
money as a consultant to three com- 
panies involved in AIDS health care. 
His clients value his political connec- 
tions, he says, and the work keeps him 
at the forefront of AIDS patient care — 
an issue of significance to him, politi- 
cally and personally. 

Asked to reflect on his long years of 
work for the gay causes, he simply said, 
“I did it to make it OK for meto be who 
I was. And if other people benefitted, 
that was fine.’” | 
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But it's worth it....

PERSONAL NOTE: 

When we decided to do 

an update of the Join the 

Club chapter of the 1980 

guidebook, San Fran- 

cisco Free & Easy, we had no idea what 

we were getting into. We vaguely 

thought it might be fun, because it was 

fun then.

Because if there were 50 clubs out there 

then, there are now 150, or maybe 250:

We kept hearing about 
new clubs, many too good to leave out. 
If some of our 1980 clubs are now 
defunct, three or four others have 
sprung up to take each place. The most 
difficult to track down was The Civil 
War Association, which took 12 
separate postcards and phone calls. . . 
if you don’t count the club for ex-New 
Yorkers, for which the search went on 
for months. People kept recalling that 
the club used to meet at some deli — or 
some schoolyard? — two years ago — 
or was it six? 

At a dinner party we were asked if 
we’d heard of The Martin Van Buren 
Fan Club. We hadn’t, and were im- 
mediately enthralled. And we learned 
that a three-year romance had resulted 
when a lovely young woman joined a 
certain compatible club after reading 
our earlier review. And so it went. 

We’ve had some unusual times at 
unusual clubs. About 40 of us holding 
hands around a flickering candle, com- 
municating (?) with the ghost of Martin 
Van Buren. Eating a slice of Sherlock 
Holmes’ 135th birthday cake, followed 
by a learned talk on the great detective 
in comic books. Jaunting over the hills 
of San Francisco in a cable car full of

Near Escapers, caroling for all we were 
worth, to the delight and bemusement 
of holiday shoppers. Pausing in our 
chorus of show tunes at a Musical 
Theatre Lovers United sing-along to 
listen to a solo by the runner-up in the 
Al Jolson Contest, so we could hear 
how Jolson sounded with a cold. Miss- 
ing Variety Club’s preview screening of 
Rain Man because we were committed 
to another group that same night. 
You’ll find a heady joy in revolving 
among the many separate worlds there 
are out there. 

And the people we met! Among 
many others there was a scientist and a 
taxi driver, a printer, a lawyer, a bu- 
reaucrat, a financial planner, a legal 
secretary, two teachers, an artist, a 
theatrical producer and an astrologer.

The DPA teaches the joys of playing 
the didjeridu (pronounced ‘“‘didgerry- 
doo’’), an Australian aboriginal wind 
instrument 30,000 years old. The did- 
jeridu is actually created by termites 
that eat away the inner cores of stringy 
bark trees, leaving behind hollowed- 
out trunks. The aborigines selectively 
determine the suitability by tapping on 
the fallen trees, then cut off both ends 
of the chosen stick and tap it out to pro- 
duce the didjeridu. The instrument is 
used — as it has been for tens of 
thousands of years — to accompany 
singing and dancing and to alter the 
state of consciousness of both audience 
and player. 

Whether or not you play a musical 
instrument, you’ ll find the didjeridu a 


great stress reliever. This primal band 
meets monthly in San Francisco, pro- 
viding instruction, jam sessions and 
cultural exchange. Members include an 
Academy Award-winning film direc- 
tor, a nationally renowned therapist 
and a ragtag collection of artists and 
kindred folks who are tribal at the core. 
Membership includes your very own 
hand-crafted — or fermite-crafted — 
didjeridu.

Since the building of the Tower of 
Babel, humanity has been divided by a 
multiplicity of tongues -— about 3,000 
different languages in modern times. In 
an effort to unite the human race in 
peace and understanding, European 
physician and linguistic genius Dr. L.L. 
Zamenhof (1859-1917) spent years plan- 
ning the new international language 
called Esperanto, launching it in 1887. 

Esperanto, based on English, is 
designed to be everyone’s ‘‘second 
tongue,”’ and even though there have 
admittedly been quite a few wars and 
other disturbances since its invention, 
the language is spoken in more than 80 
countries by hundreds of thousands of 
faithful loyalists (nobody knows exact- 
ly how many), and there are more than 
100 newspapers and magazines in 
Esperanto. Adherents praise its logical 
construction, rapid learnability and 
ability to express extremely fine shades 
of meaning and feeling.

Have you ever felt you were born at the 
wrong time in history? Do you long for 
the days when knighthood was in 
flower? You’ll find you have lots of 
company in the SCA. This extraor- 
dinary group was formed accidentally 
in the mid-1960s by a Mills College 
teacher of medieval history when she 
met two fellows interested in arms and 
armor, and together they decided to 
put on a tournament in her back yard. 
Out of that humble beginning has 
grown an international society with ac- 
tive branches in 46 states as well as 
Canada, Great Britain and Germany. 

In addition to tournaments, there are 
coronations (usually held in one of the 
East Bay Regional Parks) where the 
winner of the jousting is crowned king 
and his lady queen.

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THE MENU MAZE 


A users’ guide to California cuisine's menu-ese

EMEMBER WHEN it was 

easy to read menus? When 

the choices were Chinese or 

Italian, which were of 

course written in English? 
Less frequent were visits to French 
restaurants — after all, who can read, 
much less pronounce, French? Alas, 
American and California cuisine have 
recently crept, or shall we say leapt, into 
a state of linguistic confusion. 

American food used to be easy to 
understand — that was the whole idea. 
Unadventurous types could always dine 
at an American restaurant, enjoying not 
only the predictability of the food and 
menu but also of the language it was 
written in. But simple descriptions seem 
to be a thing of the past, and culinary 
mixing, bless its heart, has penetrated 
even the most unsuspecting places, in- 
spiring chefs to create feats of magic in 
the kitchen and, quite often, wreak 
havoc on the menus. 

The current trend is to list every ingre- 
dient used in the preparation of a dish. I 
grant you that descriptions are not only 
necessary but also titillate the appetite, 
but listing black pepper and garlic seems 
a bit silly to me. Part of the problem is 
that American chefs have but a few 
culinary terms from which to choose. 

Let’s face it, the French invented 
terms for their food centuries ago, while 
we’re just learning how to eat. The alter- 
natives are few: use French terminology, 
make up our own words or list the ingre- 
dients on the menu and forget about giv- 
ing the dish a title. As a result, we find 
ourselves looking at recipes rather than 
titles. 

Things get even more complicated 
when menus combine French ter- 
minology with profuse descriptions of 
every ingredient. My favorite is when a 
chef changes English to Italian or 
French, when most Americans barely 
know the ingredient in English. I 
thought menus were designed to inform 
diners, not confuse or _embarrass 
them. However, these menus do exist 
and quite frankly, the food is usually ex- 
citing. 

In order to help you find your way 
through the menu maze, I’ve come up 
with a short guide to terms used fre- 
quently in many upscale restaurants. 
While some are quite basic, most are less 
familiar, or have meanings that have 
changed. This isn’t meant to be a com- 
prehensive guide to culinary terms, nor 
is it a reference for all contemporary 
menus. Hopefully, some of the foreign 
words currently used to describe or- 
dinary food or preparations will take on 
new meanings for you — meanings that 
make sense. I’ve also included a few ex- 
amples of particularly complicated, 
wordy or flat-out absurd listings from 
menus in San Francisco. 


O START with, I’ve put 
together a list of popular 
greens and lettuces used in 
many restaurants, many of 
which may not be familiar: 
frisee, arugula or rocket, curly 
endive, endive, mache, sorrel, chicory, 
watercress, dandelion, mizuna, es- 
carole, miners’ lettuce, limestone and 
red oak. Most of these greens are re- 
ferred to as baby, organic, wild, bou- 


tique or house-grown. Although each 
has it own distinct flavor, they’re still 
just greens. 

Here are some common and not-so- 
common cooking terms that you’re like- 
ly to find on menus currently: 

Roast A dry-heat cooking method 
commonly used for meat and chicken. 
Currently the trend is to roast fish. This 
simply means the fish is cooked in the 
oven with very little oil and no liquids. 

Saute To cook quickly in a small 
amount of fat, usually over high heat. 
Almost all vegetables are sauteed, and 
are described as such. 

Grilled This could be food cooked 
on a flat griddle, the kind that all greasy 
spoons have and use for most every- 
thing, or a wood- or coal-burning grill. 
By the way, mesquite is out and hard 
woods are in. 

Quenelle Traditionally a forcemeat 
dumpling. These days it can be any kind 
of minced fish, poultry or vegetable 
bound with egg, seasoned and poached 
in liquid and served with a sauce. 

Aioli Traditionally a mayonnaise 
made from olive oil, egg yolks, lemon 
juice and lots of garlic. These days 
anything added to mayonnaise is called 
an aioli. Example: saffron, curry, 
chipotle, dill, chive. 

Brunoise French term referring to 
vegetables cut into 1/8-inch by 3 mm 
dice. In other words, tiny tiny diced 
vegetables. 

Remoulade A mayonnaise-based 
sauce with onion, tarragon, chervil, 
capers, pickles and anchovy. 

Traditionally cooked and 
preserved duck or goose (and fat). The 
current trend is to call anything cooked 
for longer than one hour a confit. 
Onions, garlic, eggplant, etc., cooked 
slowly fit into this category. 

Marmalade or jam Current defini- 
tion is similar to confit — anything 
cooked over low heat for two to three 
hours. Shallots, garlic, leeks, fruits and 
vegetables can all be marmalades. 

Treviso Commonly known as radic- 
chio, a deep red-colored leafy vegetable. 

Risotto An Italian dish made with 
Arborio rice, a starchy, short-grained 
rice. Traditionally prepared with saf- 
fron, seafood and fish stock. 

me A rich, intense and 
flavorful broth made from one primary 
ingredient, like lobster, chicken, 
shrimp, etc. 


Paillard Usually a center cut of a : 


fillet — poultry, meat or fish. 

Crouton Butter- or oil-brushed 
bread toasted in the oven. Many fancy 
ingredients are placed on croutons and 
served with salads or as appetizers these 
days. 

Crostini A thick crouton served with 
melted cheese or other toppings, like 
smoked fish, olive paste or vegetable 
purees. 

Vinaigrette Traditionally a dressing 
made from oil, vinegar and spices or 
herbs. These days almost any prepara- 
tion made from olive oil and an acid is 
called a vinaigrette — scallion, olive, 
scallop, tomato, kiwi fruit, etc. 

Duxelle A coarse mixture of minced 
mushrooms, shallots and garlic cooked 
in butter and finished with sherry. 

Concasse Traditionally used to 
describe a particular preparation of 
fresh tomato: peeled, seeded and cut in- 
to %-inch diamond shapes. 


ERE ARE some ex-

“Fettucine pasta with butter, cream, 
parmesan and black pepper.”’ In other 
words, this is Fettucine Alfredo. But 
hey, where’s the garlic and salt? 
‘‘Air-dried beef with avocado and 
Papaya, served with a lemon marma- 
lade.” Air-dried? Do I care how the beef 
was dried, or could I even come up with 
an alternative. ..to air? 


“Filet mignon of beef with black truf- 
fles, baby purple artichokes and sauteed 
fresh string beans with roasted 
almonds.’ What a mouthful! Sauteed 
fresh string beans? For $26, I would ex- 
pect the chef to pick the string beans the 
day they’re to be served. 

“Grilled loin lamb chops with a 
tomato sauce seasoned with allspice, 
garlic and pepper, served with deep- 
fried eggplant sandwiches stuffed with 
feta and Monterey jack cheeses and 
spinach with lentils and onions.’’ Come 
on! Allspice, garlic and pepper? I per- 
sonally don’t need to see the word 
“seasoned”’ on a menu, for starters. I 
would have to say that this one really 
goes overboard. 

Compare those descriptions with 
these delightful, simple but informative 
ones: 

“‘Warm sea scallop salad with arti- 
choke hearts and cured ham.” 

“Roasted leg of lamb with smoked 
bacon, carrots and potatoes.”’ 

“Roast salmon with a crust of 
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horseradish and celery root on a bed of 
cucumbers and yogurt sauce.” 

“Grilled New York Angus steak with 
merlot butter.” 

“Sauteed yellow jack with home- 
made chorizo sausage and salt cod.”’ 

I feel that these concise listings of 
choices are clear and sensible, but still 
entice the diner. On the other hand, I 
think if I see black pepper, whole- 
grained mustard, garlic, lemon or the 
words ‘‘essence’’ or “‘infused’’ on one 


; more menu, I’ll scream. 


In addition to absurd descriptions of 
food, I found this peculiar phrase on 
one menu: “Dishes created to reduce 
levels of calories, sodium and cholester- 
ol.” Let me get this straight. If I order 
this entree and eat it, will it reduce the 
amount of calories, sodium and 
cholesterol in my body? Is that just for 
the evening or for a lifetime? 

To summarize, I think that manipu- 
lating, innovating and creating new 
works of culinary art is essential and 
necessary. Whimsy in the kitchen and 
on menus is challenging and fun. A 
good dialogue with a well-informed wait 
person can add a lot to a meal. And 
believe me, with these menus, long con- 
versations with the wait staff are com- 
mon. By no means am I criticizing the 
efforts of chefs and cooks who have 
elevated California and American 
cuisine to what it is, and more impor- 
tantly, are pushing it toward what it can 
become. but let’s just use a little sense 
and remember, food is for everyone, 
and not everyone can (or wants to) par- 
ticipate in such trendy, pretentious 
jargon.

issues, they’re moral issues, they’re 
ethical issues. 

And it wouldn’t be easy to come up 
with ten censored stories from the right 
because they’re not there. The stories 
from the right tend to get very good 
coverage. When there have been stories 
from the right that haven’t been 
covered, we’ve used them. The Trilat- 
eral Commission was one of our top 
censored stories for two years in a row. 
It’s been a darling story of the reac- 
tionary right. The Cambodia massacre, 
that was well covered in the alternative 
right press, not in the traditional 
establishment press. 


The use of the word censored — rather 
than, say, underreported — has also been 
something that’s been questioned. 

I think I’m being vindicated in my 
use of the term. Article 19 is a new inter- 
national organization headquartered in 
London that is looking into censorship 
throughout the world, and they issued 
a book this year called Article 19. They 
go through all the various kinds of cen- 
sorship that occur in 50 or more coun- 
tries. They talk about the message and 
the reasons and all the rest and one 
thing they talk about is self-censorship, 
where journalists and editors tend to 
overlook or undercover or avoid issues 
that are going to cause trouble and 
things like that. And they concede that 
this is truly a form of censorship. 

So there is some reliable documenta- 
tion that would support my thesis that 
what I’m talking about here — despite the 
fact that a story may have appeared in 
alternative publications — is a case of cen- 
sorship. There is information on issues 
that are important for the people to 
know about, and the nation’s media 
aren’t providing that information to the 
people. Therefore, omission of that 
kind of information is a form of cen- 
sorship. 


You mentioned credibility of 
sources. Has that been an issue with the 
project, since many of the stories are 
built on the kinds of sources that tend 
to be discredited? 

I don’t think so. I think the fact that 
it’s an academic project and not allied 
with any publication or group like the 
Christic Institute or anything like that 
helps. I’m very independent out there. 
I’ve given it credibility, the fact that 
I’ve been doing the project and funding 
it myself, that I have no axes to grind, 
no hidden motivations and all the rest. 


Is Project Censored getting more 
credibility, more recognition after 13 
years? 

I'd say definitely. Last year, the 
Association for Education in Jour- 
nalism and Mass Communication cited 
the project for its efforts and for 
developing a new form of media criti- 
cism for American journalism, and 
that was sort of a major breakthrough, 
at least from an academic standpoint. 

But there seem to be more calls and 
we’ve just received funding for the first 
time after 13 years. We’re going to be 
putting on a censored journalism con- 
ference in August where we’re going to 
be able to honor some of these jour- 
nalists. And also we got some general- 
support funding for two years so we 
can have a research assistant look into 
the stories before we send them over to 
the students. So in terms of academic 
recognition, and financial recognition, 
the project’s coming along. 

One sort of major breakthrough I 
should definitely mention is the fact 
that WNET in New York is doing a 
series of broadcasts on the stories this 
year. But the New York Times has still 
to mention the project. For that mat- 
ter, Columbia Journalism Review has 
still to mention the project. For that 
matter, the San Francisco Chronicle — 
well, you know thestory there. Bw

A PERSIAN GETAWAY 


Maykadeh combines a comfortable atmosphere 
with top-notch food and service

AYKADEHIS one of 

those places that I al- 

ways want to try but 

seem to forget about 

when I’m not in the 
neighborhood. This tucked-away res- 
taurant is just a couple of buildings up 
from the hustle and bustle of Grant 
Street, which makes it a perfect get- 
away spot, if that’s what you’re in the 
mood for. 

Pastel-colored walls, soothing light- 
ing and comfortable seating make 
Maykadeh one of the more pleasant 
places to dine in the neighborhood. The 
atmosphere is decidedly romantic with- 
out being obvious or overstated. Ser- 
vice is impeccable, friendly and effi- 
cient. The prices are very reasonable 
for both food and wine. 

Persian food, like many other Middle 
Eastern cuisines, is a rich and often- 
times complex mixture of flavors. Saf- 
fron, nuts, spices, yogurt, lamb, egg- 
plant, rice and raw vegetables all figure 
into the basic ingredients list for this 
particular kind of cooking. All dinners 
begin with a basket of warm pita bread, 
fresh basil and mint, raw onion, feta 
cheese and radishes. Any combination of 
these heady ingredients can be stuffed in- 
to the soft, fresh bread, making for a 
bright and lively treat for the taste buds. 

The appetizer list offers some small 
dishes that really should be eaten with the 
entrees. Because the menu doesn’t state 
this, I am afraid that many Americans 
lose out on this magnificent way to enjoy 
the food. Yogurt with shallots or cu- 
cumber, pickled vegetables, tomato salad 
and pickled cucumber ($2-$2.75) would 
all be very good with some of the grilled 
meat entrees. Hot dolmas ($5), grape 
leaves stuffed with a savory mixture of 
rice and lamb and served with lemony 
yogurt, are wonderful on their own. 

Another more substantial choice is the 
kashke bademjan ($5), sauteed eggplant 
with mint and garlic. This is very good 


with the warm pita bread, fresh basil and 
mint. A good appetizer to split with three 
or four people is lamb tongue ($5), a 
generous portion of perfectly cooked, 
tender chunks of meat in a turmeric- 
saffron sour cream sauce balanced with a 
bit of lime juice. If you have never tried 
this dish before, I heartily recommend 
having it at Maykadeh. 

Chelo-kabab barg ($9.95) consists of 
lime-and-onion marinated slices of

beef served with a large portion of saf- 
fron rice. The delicate, tender pieces of 
meat make a simple and lean dinner for 
those interested in low-fat or no dairy. 
Certainly richer and quite a bit heavier 
is ghorme zabzee ($8.80), lamb shank 
cooked in minced onion, scallion, 
leeks, chives and herbs. This meltingly 
tender piece of lamb in a deep green, 
leafy sauce is Persian food at its finest. 
The flavors and textures once again are 
perfect with the light and fluffy saffron- 


scented basmati rice. 

Joojeh kabab ($8.80) is a good choice 
for those who shy away from red meat 
and lamb in particular. The succulent 
grilled chunks of chicken breast in a saf- 
fron yogurt sauce are very good, but 
some of the pickled vegetables or the 
cucumber salad would make this dinner a 
bit more interesting. 

Our favorite dish one Thursday night 
was the special, sabzee polo ($11.50). A 
thick piece of fresh red snapper in a rich 
and buttery saffron sauce, served with 
basmati rice mixed with Persian greens, 
cilantro and garlic, was splendid indeed. 
A dark green, slightly dense souffle-type 
preparation called coocoo made an in- 
teresting addition to this unusual plate. 
Once again, the amounts of rice were 
staggering. 

The small but adequate wine list offers 
avery good Cotes du Rhone for $12, one 
of the better buys on this list. There are 
only two desserts offered, one being the 
typical Middle Eastern confection bak- 
lava ($2). Dry and slightly stale, this des- 
sert didn’t thrill us. The rose water Per- 
sian ice cream, bastani ($3), is an excellent 
and refreshing way to end a big meal. 

Maykadeh is very popular with the 
Persian community in the Bay Area. 
Both times we had dinner there the res- 
taurant was filled with Middle Eastern 
couples and families. One Persian man 
told us that it was the best Persian 
restaurant in the city. 

Best or not, Maykadeh is a top-notch 
place where the back of the house and the 
front take their jobs seriously. I don’t 
know if these servers are actors, students 
or singers on the side, but I do know it is 
refreshing to be waited on by profes- 
sionals who take prideintheir work.

San Francisco Health Inspector Larry 
Pong, who has been in the kitchens 
of most San Francisco restaurants, 
says he hasn't seen an all-you-can- 
eat diner in 20 years. 

“They simply don't exist 
anymore,’’ says Pong. ‘‘The ones | 
used to go to went out of business. 
People don't believe the food can be 
that good if you can eat all you want 
of it." 

Though the bargain smorgasbords 
have become a nostalgic memory, 
all-you-can eateries still do exist. Of 
course, some of them do rely on 
bland food to keep even the hardiest 
customers from eating up profits. But 
there are also some deluxe spreads 
where, for a price, you can eat good 
food to your heart's content. For in- 
stance, most major hotels offer a 
lavish Sunday all-you-can-eat buffet 
for $20 to $30 a person and, although 
the quality varies, the food can be 
quite good 

If this is out of your price range, 
there are a few great all-you-eat 
deals around town. At the Shabu 
Shabu Restaurant, for instance, you 
can eat as much seafood and 
vegetables as you can cook for under 
$10. The owner says he can make 
the offer because he doesn’t have to 
pay a chef. There are also sushi bars 
and Chinese food restaurants offer- 
ing quality meals from $5 to $10 — 
not quite the $1-a-plate smorgasbord 

of old, but a still a glutton’s bargain

SAYS YOU

y | O THE woman who 
doesn’t want to get sex- 
ually involved with men 
who can’t sustain inter- 
course for at least ten or 
15 minutes: I would strongly suggest in- 
vesting in a dildo or two.

“To the woman whose lover couldn’t 
come during fellatio: Try using your 
hand at the base of his penis and your 
mouth at the tip. This is a technique I 
learned int order to avoid being deep- 
throated, and it’s sent almost every 
man I’ve tried it with right into Happy- 
land. Hand and mouth is a double treat 
that has a lot of room for exploration 
and variety.” 


“T found myself full of empathy and 
distaste upon reading in your column 
about ‘sexaholic’ partners. That could 
have been me a year ago. I found my 
self-esteem eroded away by my part- 
ner’s continual infidelity while I craved 
more dominant/submissive sex to 
prove to him how far I would go to love 
him and keep him. I have been single 
for over a year now, licking my wounds 
of rejection and betrayal, but find that 
I am still obsessed with sex with in- 
timidation. It works to heighten my 
sexual stimulation to the extent that sex 
without ‘power play’ has become 
disappointing. 

“T find myself sabotaging relation- 
ships that do not have this intensely ex- 
citing feature, while thinking myself 
shallow for doing so. There seems to be 
a trust valve that won’t open unless it’s 
forced. Why does psychological batter- 
ing create such loyal bonding? Is there 
any research being done on repattern- 
ing sexual drives?’’ 


(I.A.: The questions you raise are 
multifaceted and can best be unraveled 
for you personally by working with a 
good psychotherapist. Basically, I 


want to say that you are confusing a 
sadomasochistic relationship with 
dominant/submissive sex play. The 
latter can be a very exciting and 
stimulating part of an essentially 
egalitarian relationship. Unless such 
specific activities (like sex) are 
negotiated, with both parties under- 
standing and agreeing to preset limits, 
you have an abusive relationship — 
which is not fun and exciting to a 
healthy individual, but degrading and 
demoralizing.) 


“‘T was especially interested in a letter 
in a recent column from a lady talking 
about S/M. I too think this lady should 
try the softer, slower approach. There 
are many people out there who are cur- 
ious and deep-down yearning to try it 
out, but think it is taboo. If approached 
correctly and openly and taken as fun, it 
can be very exciting. The actual S/M ac- 
tivity can just be fantasy play — maybe 
some bondage or the threat of pain with 
clothes and atmosphere. 


“*S/M has a bad image. I agree that 
people prefer words like leather 
(fashion), power (dominance) and sur- 
render. I have been lucky in that I have 
been able to find women who, once in- 
troduced gradually, begin to enjoy 
such activities. I am submissive and 
usually look for dominant qualities in a 
woman. Also, in conversation I drop 
very slight mention of bondage, S/M, 
etc. and wait for a reaction.”’ 


“In response to the woman who 
wrote that her admission of interest in 
S/M sent prospective partners scurry- 
ing away, here are two possible strate- 
gies: Engaging in a sharing conversa- 
tion with a possible partner about fan- 
tasies in general can allow her to gauge 
the person’s state of open-mindedness 
and creativity, as well as the prospects 
for expanding boundaries of accep- 
tance in the future. Nancy Friday’s 
books on male and female fantasies 
would be excellent ‘props’ around 
which to center such a discussion. 

“She might also consider placing a 
personal ad in publications with S/M 
readerships such as (depending on her 
orientation) On Our Backs (526 Castro, 
SF 94114) or The Sandmutopia Guard- 
ian and Dungeon Journal (c/o Desmo- 
dus, Box 11314, SF 94101-1314). A per- 
sonal ad may reach someone she has 
simply never bumped into at a social 
S/M event, as well as someone who is 
not an actively social member of the 
S/M community . . . like me.’’ 


“That woman who was interested in 
an S/M partner is welcome to corres- 
pond with me, should she wish. She 
can write to....” 


“T enjoy your work very much. You 
can do a kind thing by giving that 
woman interested in S/M my phone 
number. It is 415....”” 


“‘T don’t know whether you ever do 
this, but if that woman who is into S/M 
wants to....” 


(I.A.: I don’t think I have seen such 
an outpouring of Good Samaritanism 
since the letter from the woman want- 
ing aman with a large penis.) &

If the plot were as exuberant 
as the toe-tapping score, 
Robert Dornhelm's offbeat 
movie would have had its best 
foot forward all the time.

But what 
should have been hilarious 
turns flat-footed as the actors 
visibly try too hard, causing 
one offensive and several 
unbelievable moments, and 
even Carradine's heel doesn’t 
have quite the right soul.

Richard Pryor and 
Gene Wilder 


See No Evil, Hear No Evil 
The fact that Richard Pryor’s 
blind and Gene Wilder's deaf 
in Arthur Hiller’'s comedic 
caper certainly doesn’t mean 
the movie's dumb. When a 
man’s murdered outside 
Wilder's New York newsstand, 
he and Pryor are the only 
witnesses — Pryor didn't see 
it but smelled a woman's per- 
fume, and Wilder didn't hear it 
but was wowed by her legs. 
On this flimsy evidence, New 
York's finest think they're 
guilty, and they're drawn into a 
mystery involving industrial 
espionage, a strange coin, 
gorgeous-gammed Joan 
Severance and chillingly coid 
Anthony Zerbe, as funnily 
orchestrated fisticuffs, car 
chases, cops and crooks 
abound. Not that this is really 
a thriller, it’s too lightweight for 
that, but it's still very entertain- 
ing and never demeans the 
two men’s disabilities as Pryor 
becomes Wilder's ears and 
Wilder Pryor’s eyes. Hiller 
does allow too many 
f— words, but even so, they're 
fewer than you might expect 
from this duo, and not really 
enough to make one speak 
evil of an otherwise enjoyable 
little micro-chip of a movie. 
(Coronet, SF; UA, Berk; 
Cent.8, Oakl.) 
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F THERE IS such a thing as an oral 
tradition in silent art, the disciples of 
Isadora Duncan are certainly 
expert practitioners of it, perpetuating. the 
memory of that first great California dancer 
through performances and teaching. The 
current generation of Duncan dancers and 
teachers, among them Maria Villazana-Ruiz, 
the director of the newly formed Isadora 
Duncan Dance Center and artistic director of 
the Dionysian Duncan Dancers, trace their 
heritage directly back to one of Duncan's six 
“daughters,” who made it their life's mission 
to keep their mentor’s vision alive. 

While to some such devotion may 
smack of cultism, Dayna Goidfine and 
Dan Geller’s recent film Isapora Duncan: 
MovEMENT FROM THE SouL amply demon- 
strates how Duncan’s ideas are worth pre- 
serving, even though modern dance has 
evolved in a different direction from that 
which she envisioned. Her concept of 
freedom — both personal and artistic — 
was so radical that it’ was another shot 
heard around the world.

THE BEAUTY 
OF BONES 


“MORBIDITY, LIKE BEAUTY, is in the eye of the 
beholder,” according to Ron Cauble, owner of Oakland's 
Bone Room. The new shop sells some pretty well-wom 
items — bones and other natural remains from fish, 
birds, reptiles and mammals, including humans. 
Everything from hippo teeth and rattlesnake earrings to 
four-foot-long antelope skulls line the shelves and walls 
of the packed shop. 

The Bone Room started as a room in the Vivarium, 
the largest reptile pet store in the country, before Cauble 
expanded the store into its own space. Now business 
continues to grow fast, as the post-Georgia O'Keefe 
trend toward using bones as decorator items grows; 

Cauble’s customers aren‘t the Satanic death- 
worshippers that some passersby have expected to find, 
but rather students) artists and collectors from the Bay 
Area who buy the bones for both their aesthetic qualities 
and their educational uses. 

The Bone Room's bones can be leased fora quarter of 
their purchase price to. anyone who wants them, most 
often teachers and artists. Not all his customers have 
aesthetics or education in mind, however, A lawyer once 
showed up asking for a German Shepherd skeleton he 
could intimidate a jury with, to illustrate the horror of 
his client's bitten nose. 

“Culture fosters a fondling of our phobias,” Cauble 
says, standing over the caged black widow spider that 
crawled out of a bone shipment earlier that day. He claims 
he.opened the store because he likes to meet and socialize 
with what he considers “mature” people: Those who can 
look a skeleton straight in the face without grimacing. 

Cauble says no animals were killed solely to provide 
the bones for his shop; rather, the bones are byproducts 
from such varied sources as slaughterhouses and African 
game parks that kill animals to regulate the sizes of the 
herds. 

States the Bone Room owner: “A lot of people look at 
bones and see death; I look at them and see life.” The 
Bone Room, at 5495 Claremont in Oakland (652-4286), 
is open Mon.-Fri., 11 am-6 pm and Sat.and Sun., 10 
am-5 pm.

IKE BILLY PILGRIM, the 
movies have come unstuck in 
time. 
Some directors seeking to 
recycle old formulas and re- 
capture old feelings haven’t a clue how 
to translate them to the present day. 

In the recent Bert Rigby, You’re a 
Fool, Carl Reiner paid homage to 
movie musicals and silent comedies by 
setting their hoary cliches in contem- 
porary England and America. Had the 
plot been left in its proper time, the 
distance would have made it easier to 
accept the immensely likable and 
talented Robert Lindsay as the naive 
protagonist he was too old to play. 

Again we have an overage protagon- 
ist, but this time the character, not the 
actor, is wrong. Jesse Birdsall does a 
fine job as Gavin Lamb, but he can’t 
Overcome our resistance to the script 
adapted by Elizabeth Jane Howard 
from her novel. 

“*T just want to get it right,’’ Gavin, a 
31-year-old virgin, says at the outset — 
and with good reason: From his par- 
ents to his friends to their parents, 
there’s not a relationship in the movie 
— gay or straight, married or un — that 
any sane person would choose to be in. 

An hour and a half later Gavin in- 
forms us, “‘I seem to have changed 
from a person to whom nothing hap- 
pens to someone to whom things never 
stop happening.’’ What has brought 
this miraculous transformation about? 
Simply the fact that the cameras started 
rolling. For all his claims of shyness, we 
see Gavin’ interacting extremely well 
with all sorts of people. He’s attractive 
to women, his friends see to it that he 
gets out socially and he doesn’t appear 
opposed to sex on any religious or 
moral grounds. 

Bay Area audiences should find the 
premise — that a shy, sensitive, 
31-year-old man who lives with his 
parents, likes opera and works as a 
hairdresser, has a gay boss (Peter 
Cook) and a gay best friend, is a virgin 
because he hasn’t found the right 
woman yet — funnier than anything 


else in this serious comedy or lite drama 
or whatever it is. 

But as soon as the movie begins, so 
does Gavin’s life. His friends take him 
to a party where he meets the hostess, 
Joan (Lynn Redgrave), who looks aw- 
ful in a wretched red wig. There seems 
to be a misogynist conspiracy to make 
all the women in this picture look bad. 

Gavin tells us he feels surprisingly at 
ease with Joan. Moments later he takes 
it rather calmly for a shy person when 
he finds a naked Minerva (Helena Bon- 
ham Carter), who acts like Holly Go- 
heavily, in Joan’s bed. She makes a 
pass at him, but they become friends in- 
stead. 

When Gavin’s hot he’s hot, and he 
suddenly discovers common interests 
with Jenny (Joan Horrocks), who has 
worked at the salon with him for two 
years. 

Finally Gavin decides it’s time to 
marry and get away from Mum’s cook- 
ing. I won’t tell you who he chooses, 
but it shouldn’t come as a surprise. 

Neither should anything else about 
this movie. It’s not that Getting It Right 
gets it wrong, exactly — it just doesn’t 
get it. 


HEN IT COMES TO 
W recycling, I must grudgingly 
admit that Road House, 


though detestable for many reasons, 
does it better. This is a modern (un- 
credited) retelling of Shane, the classic 
story of a loner who hates violence but 
excels at it, and is forced to help some 
good people defend their town against 
an evil man and his hired guns. 

A bouncer is not the obvious choice 
for a modern equivalent of a gunsling- 
er, but it works in this screenplay by 
David Lee Henry and Hilary Henkin. 

Patrick Swayze plays Dalton, a 
bouncer with a reputation of mythical 
proportions. Kevin Tighe hires him to 
work security in the Double Deuce club 
in Jasper, Missouri. ‘“There’s blood on 
the floor in here every night,’’ blind 
bandleader Jeff Healey warns, but to 
Dalton it’s just the same old story in a 
new town. 

He observes things for a few nights, 
including a brawl on the scale of a John 
Ford movie, then lays down the law. 
He fires a couple of people and warns 
the rest, ‘‘It’s my way or the highway.”’ 
His way is to ‘‘Be nice until it’s time to 
not be nice.’’ This doesn’t clean up the 
Double Deuce as fast as Joe Clark 
cleaned up Eastside High School, but 
it’s effective enough to make the place 
safe for yuppies eventually. 

Meanwhile, Dalton rents a room 
from kindly old rancher Lloyd ‘‘Sun- 
shine’ Parker with a view of the 
neighboring estate of too-rich-for-his- 
own-good Ben Gazzara. The latter runs 
the town and has everyone in it running

scared. Two women throw themselves 
at Dalton, but he catches a third, Dr. 
Kelly Lynch, who treats him for a knife 
wound. She appreciates that he ma- 
jored in philosophy. 

The strong, silent type, Dalton isn’t 
of the stature of John Wayne or Clint 
Eastwood — more like Alan Ladd 
(Shane again). ‘‘Ithought you’d be big- 
ger’’ is arunning gag when people meet 
him. Dalton keeps in touch with the 
best bouncer of the previous genera- 
tion, Sam Elliott, who works in a place 
where ‘‘The sign over the urinal says 
‘Don’t eat the big white mint.’ ”’ 

Once Gazzara realizes he can’t buy 
or scare Dalton off, he takes it out on 
Jasper’s honest jaspers, burning their 
businesses one by one. Everyone warns 
or begs Dalton to leave, but driven by 
his own inner demons he sticks around 
to see the fight through. I don’t have to 
tell you who wins. 

As the resident bar band, the Jeff 
Healey Band gives you more of their 
country-rock versions of old and new 
songs than anyone but their mothers 
would care to hear, but it’s appropriate 
to the setting. 

Directed by Rowdy Herrington, 
Road House is a solid reworking of a 
traditional plot with enough sex and 
violence to earn its R rating many times 
over. I hate to admit it, but compared 
to more modern action-movie for- 
mulas, this old one looks good. 


XEL CORTI’S brilliant 
A Austrian trilogy Where to and 
Back? knows its place in time 


and transports us there without apol- 
ogy or pretense. This modern classic 





premiered at the 1987 San Francisco In- 
ternational Film Festival, and last year 
the last of the three films played alone 
at the Roxie, which this week hosts the 
first theatrical run of the entire trilogy. 

In Part 1, God Doesn’t Believe In Us 
Anymore, Ferry Tobler (Johannes 
Silberschneider) turns 17 on the 
journey from Austria to Czechoslo- 
vakia; 18 in a French camp for 
refugees, Jews and those who choose to 
align with them; and 19 in Marseilles, 
the last port from which he might 
escape Europe. 

Georg Stefan Troller’s screenplay 
depicts a ‘“‘small world’’ in which 
characters are reunited far too often for 
believability, but the past is excellently 
re-created in black and white that’s 
hardly distinguishable from the old 
newsreels incorporated in the film. 

The second part, Santa Fe, details 
the refugees’ experience in America. 
It’s easier to relate to specifics in this 
one because the immigrants display the 
roots of today’s Americans — pride, 
selfishness, ambition, bigotry and 
greed. 

Ferry Tobler is killed off in the first 
reel and the focus shifts to Alfred 
Wolff (Gabriel Barylli), another young 
man who has “‘been a professional 
emigrant for the past four years.’ He’s 
fired from a sweatshop for double- 
stitching — ‘‘You think you’re still in 
Europe?”’ — and hired to run a delica- 
tessen because he appeals to the daugh- 
ter of the owner, who delivers the 
significant line about the possibility of 
returning to Vienna: ‘“‘They’ll never 
forgive us for what they did to us.’ 

Wolff’s dream is to go to Santa Fe, 








which he thinks will be far enough to 
outrun the fear he has lived with most 
of his life. There’s a chilling scene when 
comedy tums to terror as an actor’s 
clowning impression of a Nazi fright- 
ens a concentration camp survivor. 

Corti has done a nice job of finding 
or recreating the New York of the early- 
’40s, though some amusing anachron- 
isms slipped past him. A Ronald Rea- 
gan cigarette endorsement, if a few 
years before the fact, makes a funny 
backdrop for one quick shot. 

Finally, in Welcome in Vienna, Fred- 
dy Wolff returns home after seven 
years. Early scenes of the closing days 
of the war establish the schizophrenia 
he and other Austrians feel while serv- 
ing in the American army. 

There are bittersweet memories ev- 
erywhere in Vienna, and some surface 
healing takes place between Jews, 
former Nazis and Communists, those 
who had left and those who stayed 
behind, as they begin choosing up sides 
for the Cold War. 

Freddy falls in love with an actress 
(Claudia Messner), the daughter of a 
Nazi colonel. ‘“‘You can’t achieve 
anything by a war unless you survive 
it,’’ she tells him. ‘‘The same goes for 
love,’’ replies Freddy, the last of the 
idealists. 

In the end his attitude proves his 
downfall, at least emotionally, as he 
learns the moral of the trilogy: You can 
go home again, but it sucks. 

Part docudrama, part adventure 
story, all human saga, Where To and 
Back? is one of the best films yet about

THE SIMPLIFIED JOYCE 


Speaking in Tongues comes dangerously close 
to trivializing James Joyce 


SPEAKING IN TONGUES. By Lynne 
Kaufman, directed by Andy Doe at 
Magic Theatre, SF.

LAYWRIGHT LYNNE 

Kaufman doesn’t exactly 

invent her characters — she 

borrows them from the 

Hall of Fame. The lead 
figures in her much-touted play, The 
Couch, are the founding fathers of 
psychoanalysis, Carl Jung and 
Sigmund Freud, along with Jung’s wife 
and his mistress. Speaking in Tongues, 
which just opened at Magic Theatre, 
concerns literary giants James Joyce 
and Samuel Beckett, and her newest 
script, Our Lady of the Desert, will take 
on no less mythic a figure than painter 
Georgia O’Keefe. 

Kaufman does have good taste in 
subjects — she usually goes for top-of- 
the-line icons, rather than the 
marginally famous. But judging at least 
by The Couch and Speaking in 
Tongues, her forte is to domesticize 
genius and repackage it in a format 
that’s like an up-market TV Movie of 
the Week. She approaches her larger- 
than-life characters with an old- 
fashioned earnestness that can be en- 
tertaining, and her instincts are clearly 
feminist. (She often pokes fun at The 
Great Man Syndrome by giving equal 
time to the Great Man’s skeptical wife.) 

But in these plays, complex impulses 
are reduced to simple dramatic for- 
mulas. The more you know about the 
personal and artistic lives of the people 
she writes about, the harder it is to en- 
joy her quick-cram versions of them. 

Speaking in Tongues appears to bor- 
row from two reliable sources, Richard 
Ellman’s masterpiece biography, 
James Joyce, and Brenda Maddox’s 
Nora: The Real Molly Bloom, anew bi- 
ography of Joyce’s wife. Both books 
detail the serious mental illness of 
Lucia, the Joyces’ daughter, and both 
give accounts of the disturbing incident 
depicted in Kaufman’s script. 

The play is set in Paris in the 1930s, as 
James Joyce is writing Finnegan’s 
Wake. Joyce (played by Chris Ayles) 





sits in his study dictating his new novel 
to Patrick (Liam O’Brien), a dedicated 
novice writer modeled after Samuel 
Beckett. (Beckett, who did work with 
and idolize Joyce, guards his privacy 
and presumably wouldn’t allow his 
name to be used in this context.) Mean- 
while, out in the living room the troub- 
led Lucia Joyce (Anne Darragh) re- 
ceives a serum injection, which, we are 
told, is just one of the many bizarre 
treatments prescribed for her chronic 
mental instability. 

Sensitive, talented, but doomed 
Lucia serves as the focal point of the 
play. As her grip on reality loosens, 
each of her parents reacts differently. 
Joyce won’t accept the severity of his 
daughter’s illness: Gazing at her he sees 
only a narcissistic image of himself, and 
believes egotistically that his love and at- 
tention alone can save her. The more 
down-to-earth Nora (Dana Evans) har- 
bors no such illusions. But she does hold 
out hope that a nice young man will 
rescue Lucia, granting her the kind of 
sexual fulfillment the Joyces have had. 

To that end, Nora arranges an in- 
timate private dinner for Lucia and the 
unwitting Patrick. But the young writer 
rejects Lucia’s ardent advances, and it’s 
enough to push the poor girl over the 
edge. She’s taken off to an asylum, while 
Joyce and Nora are left with their own 
unresolved feelings. 

The true elements of this story are 
tragically resonant enough. In fact, the 
actual incident caused a rift between 
Joyce and Beckett that was not healed 
until years later. But Kaufman’s script, 
while employing the basic facts, en- 
crusts the tale with layers of other 
literary data. Joyce never just talks: His 
every utterance is an epiphany from the 
collected novels and letters of the 
Master. Some of these quips are 
marvelous — ‘‘We’re all soft things 
dropped into a bag of nails,”’ and ‘‘Life 
is a shipwreck, my friend, but we must 
sing in the lifeboats.’’ But after a while 
you feel like you’re listening to 
Bartlett’s Quotations rather than the 
natural speech of a gifted person. 
(Genius — even Irish genius — does 
take a break now and then.) 

The dialogue is also jam-packed with 
biographical detail. Lucia acts out the 


story of her parents’ courtship, mostly, 
it seems, to fill usin. On the night of the 
fateful dinner, Patrick/Beckett’s 
theory of literary minimalism is pres- 
aged, along with his later move to play 
writing. And here’s a_ historical 
coincidence for you: The day of 
Lucia’s breakdown is grafted onto the 
day Joyce’s Ulysses finally clears the 
courts for U.S. publication after a long 
pornography trial. 

Then there’s the annoying tone of 
pseudo-Freudian analysis in Speaking in 
Tongues. Lucia broods over some sex- 
ually charged love letters Joyce and 
Nora exchanged, and there’s a gratu- 
itous double masturbation scene. As the 
play moves along an Electra diagnosis 
takes shape: Lucia’s madness stems 
from sexual jealousy over her parents’ 
mutual lust and her father’s genius. That 
may have been true, but schizophrenia is 
not often so easily explained. 

When Kaufman’s characters interact 
in a natural way they’re much easier to 
take, as in the sweetly comic spectacle 
of Lucia trying to play the proper hos- 
tess to young Patrick. And the Magic 
Theatre production, under the capable 
direction of Andy Doe, features two 
splendid performances: Chris Ayles’s 
keen, flinty portrait of Joyce (he 
strongly resembles the author), and 
Liam O’Brien’s restrained, unman- 
nered Patrick. Anne Darragh works 
hard to keep Lucia’s nonstop craziness 
from getting tiresome, and often suc- 
ceeds, but Dana Evan’s Nora overdoes 
the meddling mother — a role the real 
Nora abhorred. Andy Stacklin’s parlor 
set makes the most of a space that’s too 
cramped for this play. 

As it stands, Speaking in Tongues 
may entertain and amuse those with an 
appetite for backstage literary gossip, 
and it might even send people to the 
library to check out works by or about 
Beckett and Joyce. But there are two 
major dangers in dramatizing the 
talented and famous: misrepresenta- 
tion, and trivialization. Kaufman ob- 
viously has too much respect for her 
subjects to be guilty of the former, but 
with such a predictable approach, she 
does court the latter. It’s ironic when a 
bio-drama about James Joyce is as 
squarely literal as this one.

Tom Rigney and the Sundogs are taking the Bay Area by storm 


TOM RIGNEY AND THE SUNDOGS. 
At Slim's, SF, Wednesday, May 17th.

ALNUT CREEK 

isn’t known for its 

swamps or its red 

beans and rice, but 

somehow fiddler 
Tom Rigney stumbled into a bayou of 
his own device and discovered a recipe 
for a musical jambalaya that has a size- 
able audience getting up on its hind 
legs. Rigney fronts the Sundogs, and for 
the past three years this souped-up Ca- 
jun/zydeco quintet has been amassing 
quite a following in clubs all over the Bay 
Area, Last Wednesday night at Slim’s, 
when admission was free, the house was 
packed before the Sundogs even started 
at quarter past ten, and 30 or more peo- 
ple waited outside in the cold wind for a 
chance to squeeze in and join the bounc- 
ing throng. 

The Sundogs’ appeal is immediately 
apparent. By nailing down the syn- 
copations of Lousiana dance music, 
plugging in a pair of electric guitars to 
complement Rigney’s amplified violin 
and cranking up the volume to mod- 
erate rock’n’roll levels, the band 
creates an inviting groove that palpably 
pulsates throughout the entire room. 
At Slim’s, the energy that the ’Dogs 
cranked out from the stage came back 
at them several-fold stronger. Half a 
dozen songs into the first set, Rigney 
had doffed his patchwork coat of many 
colors and was writhing around the 
stage in a sleeveless black T-shirt. The 
crowd down front barely slowed dqwn, 
even between songs. 

“*People have to feel they have access 
to the music,’”’ Rigney said the next 
afternoon, trying to muster up the 
strength for his split-time duties as co- 
operator of a color processing lab. He 
was lauding the no-cover policy for the 
previous night’s show and expressing 
the hope that admission prices would 
remain reasonable as his band becomes 
more popular. But he could just as well 
have been talking about the way he and 
his bandmates make their customized, 





hotrod Cajun music vital and im- 
mediate for audiences every week. (The 
Sundogs play Larry Blake’s in Berkeley 
on Friday, May 26th, and the Paradise 
Lounge in San Francisco on Wednes- 
day, May 31st.) You can appreciate the 
Sundogs’ musicianship standing still, 
but somehow, as evidenced by the con- 
stant swirl of dancers and bobbers 
throughout Slim’s, that seems to miss 
the point. 

Not that Rigney (on fiddle), Joe 
Paquin (on guitars and rub board anda 
bit of passable accordion), T.J.

Politzer (on guitars), Erik Nielsen (on 
drums) and Dana Russell (on bass) 
aren’t fine musicians. Just pick up a 
copy of Rigney’s brand-new recording, 
Rigo (Takoma Records), and hear how 
well they handle everything from the 
traditional ‘‘Le Bal A Chataigner’’ and 
a handful of in-the-tradition originals 
to the Gershwins’ ‘“‘Summertime’’ or 
Rigney’s idyllic waltz, ‘‘The Swan.”’ 
Rigney’s violin and vocals — the 
former more central than the latter — 
are the featured attractions on Rigo, 
but his parts are wed to those of the 
Sundogs (with Dick Egner and Lee 
Parvin adding bass and keyboards) like 
separate spokes on a single wheel. 
Rigney found himself rolling 
toward Cajun and zydeco music when 
he went on tour in Queen Ida’s band. 
Prior to that he had been playing blue- 
grass and western swing with Back in 
the Saddle. Neither would seem a 


natural setting for a clean-cut kid from 
the East Bay suburbs, but Rigney was 
always sticking his fiddle into new con- 
texts. A trained violinist, he would get 
together with friends to play folk 
music, which evolved into weird varia- 
tions on bluegrass and swing. After he 
went on the road with Queen Ida, says 
the 41-year-old musician, ‘‘I got those 
crazy Louisiana rhythms in my blood.’’ 
And as any fan of New Orleans second- 
line R&B, Cajun waltzes or zydeco shuf- 
fles knows, once those syncopations 
take hold, they’re impossible to shake. 

That Rigney hails from a bedroom 
community at the foot of Mt. Diablo 
instead of a Louisiana backwoods or 
Crescent City back alley hardly fazes 
the loyal fans who line up for auto- 
graphed LPs, CDs and cassettes be- 
tween sets. Debates over authenticity 
fly out the window when the Sundogs 
surge into Rigney’s ‘‘Dance All 
Night,’’ ‘‘Goin’ Down to New 
Orleans’’ or his incendiary instrumen- 
tal arrangement of the mesmerizing 
*‘Irish-Cajun’’ dance tune (by way of 
Bo Diddley), ‘‘Paddy on the Bayou.” 

“Coming at it from the outside,’’ 
Rigney explains, ‘‘I have great respect 
for the tradition, but it would be false 
for me to try to do it just the way the 
Cajuns do it. We bend the tradition 
quite a bit.”’ 

The contortions include searing slide 
guitar solos from Politzer, forays into 
slow, twisted, electric blues and ban- 
shee fiddle wails that smear all over 
Nielsen’s and Russell’s steady loping 
rhythms. Just as the Bay Area world 
beat movement built on African and 
Caribbean foundations to create a 
dance/message hybrid, the Sundogs’ 
mongrel music keeps people in touch 
with one of this continent’s most im- 
portant strains, and fills in the gaps be- 
tween visits by the likes of Beausoleil, 
Buckwheat, C.J. Chenier, Wayne 
Toups & Zydecajun and Zachary 
Richard. They might not win best of 
breed if pitted against those pedigreed 
champions, but playing Rigney’s 
“Swamp Beat Boogie’’ sounds, these 
dogs surely deserve their day in 
thesun. |

Hrp-Hop REVOLUTION 


De La Soul's innovative art-rap style takes hip hop in a different direction

HE FIRST TIME I heard 
De La Soul was a couple of 
months ago, in the unlikely 
environs of Driftwood, 
Texas, while driving 
around the hill country in a rented 
Toyota with Gibby Haynes of the Butt- 
hole Surfers. Sick to death of the Fly- 
ing Burrito Brothers (whom I’d 
brought along for environmental ver- 
isimilitude), he popped that tape out 
of the deck and substituted it with 3 
Feet High and Rising, the new LP by 
De La Soul. 
‘Hey, this is good!’’ I said presently. 
“T like this! What’d you say it was 
again?’’ Gibby sighed. ‘‘I thought you 
called yourself a rock critic,’’ he said, 
giving me a baleful stare. ‘‘It’s a huge 
hit already in L.A.’’ He then proceeded 
to sing along to ‘‘De La Orgee,”’ caus- 
ing me to cop a blush that lasted all the 
way to Austin. 
When I got home, I discovered to my 


dismay that Gib wasn’t kidding: In ad- 
dition to being all the rage in Drift- 
wood, De La Soul was a hit — of sorts 
— on urban radio and MTV in Los 
Angeles and Houston, and had already 
been featured in the hip-trendy issues 
of the Face, Rolling Stone and Spin. 
That didn’t mean the world at large had 
heard of them yet — urban radio and 
MTV being a world unto itself, which 
barely intersects with the rest of the 
known universe. 

But unlike many other urban-MTV 
hit artists — Nenah Cherry, for in- 
stance, or Al B. Sure — De La Soul’s 
popularity is bound to outgrow the 
confines of (black) youth culture. The 
record is already being hailed as a con- 
cept masterpiece along the lines of 
Sergeant Peppers; copies of it have 
already been thrown into both rap and 
‘‘artiste’’ circles, and the impact is sure 
to create far-reaching ripples. 

Why? For the simple reason that De 
La Soul is the very first art-rap band — 
the Talking Heads of hip hop. The dif- 


ference is, back in 1977, what 
distinguished the Heads from the rest 
of the rock world more than anything 
else was the style of the music rather 
than the substance, whereas what dif- 
ferentiates De La Soul from the Rest Of 
Rap is its raison d’etre. Additionally, 
just as the Heads wrote about buildings 
and food instead of people and rela- 
tionships, De La Soul writes about all. 
kinds of weird metaphorical stuff, 
never stooping to the alienating dissing 
of most current rap records. 

Now, I’ve read lengthy essays (most- 
ly by white people) about how rap’s 
braggadoccio is a necessary socio- 
political statement, a way for blacks in 
America to liberate themselves ar- 
tistically; that for those of the Hip Hop 
Nation, the rap message is the exact 
emotional equivalent of Elvis in the 
*50s striking out with his guitar and his 
pelvis against the evil forces of confor- 
mity that were going to make hima hick 
truck driver for the rest of his life. 

But Elvis struck his blow for us all, 


whereas I can’t help but find most of 
rap’s ‘‘liberating’’ messages ugly and 
somewhat mean-spirited, especially the 
separatist stuff so well delineated by 
NWA and co. (And after all, what’s so 
liberating about asserting ones’ self to 
be all the things whites have stereotypi- 
cally attributed to black men over the 
years? Think about the character in 
Tone Loc’s ‘‘Funky Cold Medina’”’ for 
a second and tell me that’s a liberating 
self-image for black people!) 

Words aside, the style of rap musicin 
itself is a genuine rock innovation, the 
wave of the future, both technologically 
and spiritually — you know it in your 
guts, if not yet in your ears. So the fact 
that De La Soul has liberated itself from 
the lyrical cliches of Ice T., L.L. Cool J. 
and co. is indeed a great leap forward. 

In fact, De La Soul is to rap music 
what Ulysses was to literature. Instead 
of staying within the confines of rap, or 
even pop, it takes takes the broadest 
possible view of music; nay, of the 
kaleidoscopic sounds of life. 3 Feet 





High swipes not just from all genres 
of music (samples therein range from 
Steely Dan’s ‘‘Peg’’ to Otis 
Redding’s ‘‘Dock of the Bay,”’ spliced 
together to make a new song, “‘Eye 
Know’’), but from bits of game shows, 
lounge acts, cheesy movies, even educa- 
tional records — ‘‘Transmitting From 
Mars”’ features a repetitious French 
language lesson; ‘“‘Magic Number’”’ uses 
some kids’ math tutorial. 

The LP’s very title is a line uttered by 
Johnny Cash in some forgotten epic, 
and it works in the same way that the 
much-ballyhooed, unidentified sample 
that creates ‘“‘Plug Tunin’’ does, tap- 
ping on our collective memories of 
mass communication, as if all of us 
were (and I think the record proves that 
indeed we are) private satellites, inun- 
dated with the aural flotsam and jetsam 
of the modern age, with transmissions 
we can’t quite sort out. 

De La Soul does the sorting for us, 
making cute little tunes (‘‘Jenifa 
Taught Me!’’) and strange little ditties 
from all of this unprocessed musical in- 
formation. It is exceedingly non- 
judgmental, as willing to take from 
Hall and Oates as from Sly Stone (a 
generous impulse), to write playful dit- 
ties about buddies (‘‘Buddy’’) as to 
point a middle finger at various social 
misdeeds (‘‘In the Ghetto’’). The 
band’s motto is D.A.IL.S.Y Age — 
meaning, Da Inner Self Y’all, or I’m 
OK, You’re OK/Do Your Own Thing, 
which may sound kind of touchy-feely, 
but in the slavishly imitative world of 
rock music, is practically enough to 
start a revolution. 

In the final analysis, it’s that par- 
ticular statement that makes De La 
Soul so accessible — and so fresh, de- 
spite misguided accusations, based on 
nothing more than their day-glo, daisy- 
covered album cover, that they’re neo- 
rap hippies. It’s not that the concept is 
so revolutionary, but that it breaches 
all rap contracts previously held in- 
violable. In ‘‘Take It Off,’’ for in- 
stance, the band members actually go 
so far as to jeer at the B-Boys who wear 
hip hop uniforms, enticing them to 
take off their gold chains, Kangols, Le 
Tigres, Adidas...which is then fol- 
lowed by ‘‘A Little Bit Of Soap,” a 
tongue in cheek take-off on dissing, 
which degenerates, hilariously enough, 
into kiddies’ bathroom talk. 

Couple that kind of insouciance with 
a revolutionary album, one that can 
withstand all critical comers with no 
problem, and you’ve got what may well 
be the first burst of color in ’90s rock 
music. 3 Feet High and Rising — like 
sO many innovative works, the work 
of three suburban guys all under 
the age of 20 — is over an hour long, 
and is couched in the form of a very 
strange game show (each track — and 
there are 24 of them — is by way of a 
commercial break). Obviously, a 
record this complexly experiential 
would be difficult to recreate in a stage 
show, and rap shows are, in any case, in 
a fairly primitive stage of development. 
De La Soul purportedly has its two 
female members (China and Jette) turn 
flash cards with the last word of each 
line printed on them, a la Bob Dylan’s 
take on ‘‘Subterranean Homesick 
Blues’ in D.A. Pennebaker’s classic 
film Don’t Look Back, thus giving 
them something in common with both 
INXS and firehose, each of which also 
recently borrowed from the same 
source. (China and Jette also strew the 
crowd with flowers, just as the Smiths 
used to do in concert.) 

De La Soul’s use of such devices are 
clearly loans, not thefts. You can’t call 
anything an appropriation that comes 
out so extremely different in transla- 
tion, and the minute De La Soul 
touches a thing of the past, it instantly 
becomes the future — just like T.S. 
Eliot always said it would. No wonder 
De La Soul has the courage of its con- 
victions. a

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Lou Ann Barton: Sizzling Texas R& 


Lou Ann Barton, Read My Lips 
(Antone’s) 
Seven years after the fact, this Texas 
belter's major label debut for 
Elektra/Asylum looks even more like a 
false start. Possessor of a natural voice 
for the blues, Barton didn't really come 
into her own on the 1986 Spindletop 
follow-up, either. But here, on the Austin 
abel out of Clifford Antone’s legendary 
blues club, she settles in with such 
ongtime Texas cohorts as the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds’ Jimmie Vaughan, Kim 
Wilson and Fran Christina, Antone’s 
jouseband guitarists Derek O'Brien and 
Denny Freeman, former Joe Ely key- 
boardist Reese Wynans and R&B giant 
saxophonist David ‘‘Fathead’’ Newman 
Even the august Antone isn't averse to 
marketing Lou Ann’s looks — and her 
egs (cf. the Marcia Ball cover) — but no 
sexist pandering is needed to sell these 
11 sizzling tracks. With drummer George 
Rains and bassist Jon Blondell defining 
the beat, the guest musicians create 
huge, rumbling grooves akin to the T- 
Birds at their best. Harkening back to her 
rockabilly forebear, Wanda Jackson, 
Barton digs into strong material from the 
songbooks of Slim Harpo, Hank Ballard, 
Barbara Lynn and Jackson herself. 
Sometimes sounds a bit like young 
Brenda Lee might have if she'd sung 
straight-out rhythm and blues, but most 
of the time she sounds like she has 
found her own bad self, twangy and pier- 
cing or lusty and growling, after steeping 
for years in the Austin blues pot. (Barton 
appears with Marcia Ball, Angela Strehli 
and Doug Sahm in the Antone’s Texas 
R&B Revue at Slim's, Friday and Satur- 
day, May 26-27).

(Rounder) 

Opening with Mac Rebennack’s ‘“‘How 
You Carry On’’ is appropriate for this 
soulful Austin singer, not only because 
she does carry on in an unfettered R&B 
vein, but because she was raised in the 
same southern Lousiana environment 
that gave rise to Dr. John’s steamy 
rhythm and blues. Ball's voice is open 
and friendly, bordering on sultry, power- 





ful but not aggressive. She's no Irma 
Thomas but, like so many white blues 
musicians dedicating themselves to the 
genre, she’s keeping the flame and ad- 
ding her own fire. She sings with few 
frills and the straightforward production 
offers few surprises and yet this, her 
third Rounder LP, rolls on with a delight- 
ful momentum and is as satisfying as 
“Mama's Cooking.’ A terrific keyboard 
player (mostly rollicking piano but with a 
splash of organ and zydeco accordion), a 
fine songwriter and a superb ballad 
singer, Ball is capable of getting ‘‘Red 
Hot"’ as well. Lou Ann Barton and Angela 
Strehli, who join Ball for the Antone’s 
Revue at Slim's this weekend, sing 
background vocals and are scheduled to 
collaborate with her on a forthcoming 
vocal trio recording. Watch out Dolly, 
Linda and Emmy Lou, an R&B 
steamroller is headed your way.

Matthew Sweet, Earth 
(A&M) 
Once again this precocious Nebraskan 
has placed himself in a no-man’s land 
between radio-ready commercial pop 
and Athens, GA-to-New York City ex- 
perimentalism. A 20-year-old phenom 
when CBS released his ambitious debut 
in 1985, Sweet has edged away from the 
Don Dixon power pop sound and toward 
the hard-but-melodic punch of the 
Golden Palominos, with whom he's 
gigged extensively. The keyboards and 
most rhythm tracks are programmed (by 
Sweet and Fred Maher) but the real-life 
guitars are played with in-the-moment 
authority by former Television ace 
Richard Lloyd, Robert Quine, Gary Lucas 
and Sweet. Call it industrial rock roman- 
ticism, full of catchy pop hooks, lush 
vocal harmonies and machine-age tech- 
nology. With the obvious exception of 
“The Alcohol Talking,” most of Sweet's 
songs are little love stories and dreamy 
reveries. He sings them in an engaging 
voice, sort of a ‘60s throwback with 
splinters from the '80s: Gary Lewis 
meets Robyn Hitchcock? It's definitely 
Sweet's own niche and one worth peek- 
ing into.

If Emily Bronte’s story of forbid- 
den love, fired by class distinc- 
tion, between Catherine Earn- 
shaw (not-passionate-enough 








Merle Oberon) and Heathcliff 
(Olivier, magnificent, as is 
Geraldine Fitzgerald) that sur- 
vives separation, wrong mar- 
riages and death, is so over- 
wrought at times you can’t 
watch this version with a straight 
face any more than you can 
Monty Python’s semaphore-flag 
retelling, keep your giggles to 
yourself — a few of us hardcore 
romantics will be eating it up 
with a spoon.
